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Incomplete  Prescriptions 

RETURN-TO-DOCTOR  SCHEME  CRITICISED 

OBJECTIONS  to  the  scheme  for  the  endorsement  of  incomplete  Sche- 
dule IV  and  other  prescriptions  (see  C.  &  D.,  April  3,  p.  333)  were 
raised  at  a  meeting  of  the  London  Pharmaceutical  Committee  on  April  13. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  F.  Wilkin- 
son) said  that  there  was  bound  to  be, 
in  certain  areas,  especially  the  City 
and  West  end,  difficulty  for  the  che- 
mist in  getting  in  touch  with  the  pre- 
scriber.  Many  prescriptions  that  were 
dispensed  in  London  were  prescribed 
outside  London.  The  contractor  would 
be  faced  with  the  task  of  mailing  pre- 
scriptions back  to  the  prescribers  with 
a  covering  letter  and  stamped  addressed 
envelope.  He  foresaw  that  many  such 
prescriptions  would  never  be  returned 
by  the  prescriber  and  he  suggested 
that  the  Committee,  in  consultation 
with  the  Executive  Council  and  the 
Pricing  Bureau,  might  be  able  to  devise 
a  scheme  to  deal  with  the  problem.  On 
the  checking  of  prescriptions  the  Com- 
mittee took  the  view  that  checking 
should  recommence  with  prescriptions 
dispensed  in  July  1953;  to  forgo  any 
check  on  the  six  months  January-June 
1953  would  help  in  obtaining  more 
up-to-date  results.  The  secretary  was 
instructed  to  inform  the  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  that 
the  London  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
would  be  satisfied  only  with  full 
pricing. 


CHEMISTS  FEDERATION 

Meeting  of  council

council).  The  council  approved  the

Handguard  barrier  creams,  dry  and 
wet);  John  Richardson  &  Co.  Leicester, 
Ltd.  (Skrip);  United  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation, Ltd.  (Mal-junior  travel  tablets): 
A.  Wander,  Ltd.  (Vagisol  supposi- 
tories); Wilson's  Chemical  Products 
(Delay  tablets).  The  following  addi- 
tions were  made  to  the  C.F.  code  of 
standards:  — 

1,  Carbuncles.  Class  B  products  may 
not  be  recommended  for  the  treatment  or 
cure  of  carbuncles. 


2,  Whooping  cough.  The  only 
reference  to  whooping  cough  in  connec- 
tion with  Class  B  products  is  wording 
similar  to  "  For  the  alleviation  of  cough 
associated  with  whooping  cough."  C.F. 
manufacturers  are  asked  to  include  a  suit- 
able warning  on  the  labels  of  all  such 
products  to  the  effect  that  a  doctor  should 
be  consulted  in  all  cases  of  whooping 
cough. 

It  was  reported  that  the  assistant  sec- 
retary had  visited  chemists  in  Barrow 
and  Morecambe  and  addressed  a  meet- 
ing of  chemists  at  Barrow  on  March 
16  and  that  a  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  Welsh  national  meeting  was 
held  on  March  14  at  which  C.F.  mat- 
ters formed  a  part  of  the  agenda.  C.F. 
matters  were  also  discussed  at  N.P.U. 
branch  meetings  addressed  by  Mr.  A. 
Aldington  at  Colchester  and  Taunton. 
It  was  reported  that  the  outdoor  re- 
presentative of  the  Federation  had  con- 
tinued his  visits  to  chemists  in  the 
Manchester  and  East  Lancashire  areas.

Statistics  for  1953

to  institute  proceedings  in  twenty-five 
cases:  one  of  those  was  concerned  with 
an  illegal  use  of  a  title,  the  remainder 
with  illegal  sales.  One  case  undertaken 
against  an  unqualified  trader  under  the 
Penicillin  Act,  1947,  was  concerned 
with  an  illegal  sale,  and  one  under  the 
Summary  Jurisdiction  Act,  1848, 
against  a  pharmacist,  with  aiding, 
abetting,  counselling  and  procuring. 
There  had  been  an  increase  of  102 
names  on  the  register.  At  December  31, 
1953,  there  were  26,367  names  on  the 
register.  The  number  of  superintendents 
to  bodies  corporate  was  3,159,  and  of 
authorised  sellers  of  poisons,  15,249 
Branch  shops  numbered  4,078.  13,835 
authorised  sellers  and  1.890  listed  sellers 
were  visited  by  the  Society's  inspec- 
tors during  the  year.  351  candidates 
passed  the  Intermediate  examination, 
393  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Quali- 
fying examination,  and  80  the  Chemist 
and  Druggist  Qualifying  examination 
(now  discontinued).  840  apprentices  or 
students  were  registered. 

EXPORT  OUTLOOK 
U.K.'s  share  in  world  trade 

REVIEWING  United  Kingdom  ex- 
ports for  the  January-March  quarter 
(see  p.  435),  Mr.  D.  Heathcoat  Amory 
(Minister  of  State,  Board  of  Trade), 
said  on  April  23  that  there  was  cause 
for  satisfaction  in  that  the  improve- 
ment in  the  country's  export  perform- 
ance at  the  end  of  1953  was  being 
maintained.  Whilst  the  terms  of  trade 
were  still  moving  in  the  U.K.'s  favour, 
that  was  a  factor  which  could  not  be 
expected  to  help  much  longer  in  bridg- 
ing the  gap  between  imports  and  ex- 
ports. Whilst  the  country's  exports  were 
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higher  now  than  in  1950,  Mr.  Heath- 
coat  Amory  said  some  concern  must  be 
felt  that  the  country's  share  of  world 
trade  in  manufactures  had  fallen  from 
27  per  cent,  to  22  per  cent,  whilst 
Western  Germany's  share  increased 
steadily  to  14  per  cent.  United  States 
exports  were  increased  mainly  to  the 
dollar  area,  especially  Canada,  but  Ger- 
many was  succeeding  better  than  the 
U.K.  in  the  common  ground  of 
Western  Europe.  Questioned  on  the 
export  incentives  of  various  countries, 
Mr.  Heathcoat  Amory  said  that  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  had 
raised  the  matter  through  O.E.E.C.  but 
up  to  now  the  Government  was  not 
satisfied  with  the  progress  made  to 
terminate  existing  schemes.  France 
and  Germany  both  had  schemes  which 
gave  tax  relief  on  exports  and  that 
naturally  had  an  adverse  effect  on  U.K. 
exporters. 

MEDICINES  EN  SHIPS 
Warning  notice  issued 

THE  Ministry  of  Transport  has 
issued  a  notice  to  shipowners  and  mas- 
ters stating  that  in  all  ships  not  re- 
quired to  carry  a  medical  practitioner, 
medicines,  dressings,  etc.,  referred  to  in 
the  Merchant  Shipping  Medical  Scales, 
1953,  should  be  used  only  in  accordance 
with  the  advice  and  instructions  given 
in  the  latest  edition  of  the  Ship  Cap- 
tains' Medical  Guide  and  that  medical 
stores  other  than  instruments  and  appli- 
ances, not  required  under  current  scales 
should  be  withdrawn  from  ships.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 
Drug  Tests  Tabulated 

Though  not  worthless,  the  Ministry  of  Health  tables  of  dispensing 
tests  abstracted  on  p.  417  are  unsatisfactory.  As  their  author  points  out, 
they  apply  to  England  and  Wales,  whereas  the  previous  report  on  similar 
lines  applies  to  England  only.  Before  a  comparison  of  permanent  value 
is  available,  Scotland  should  be  brought  into  the  scheme ;  and  that  would 
involve  another  adjustment  of  focus.  There  is  no  need  to  examine  the 
present  tables  in  much  detail.  The  modest  description  "  some  results  "  is 
applied  to  the  survey,  and  "  the  large  majority  of  pharmacists  "  are  credi- 
ted with  "  a  high  standard  of  accuracy  "  in  "  extemporaneous  dispensing." 
Experienced  dispensers  can  see,  almost  at  a  glance,  where  the  present 
M.O.H.  tables  are  deficient.  In  particular,  they  must  wish  that  the  gap 
between  the  facts  in  Table  I  and  those  in  Table  II  was  narrower.  On  com- 
paring these  tables,  it  appears  that  by  far  the  greatest  deviation  in  Table 
I  from  a  prescribed  quantity,  that  of  zinc  sulphate,  is  4  per  cent. ;  and 
that  the  smallest  such  deviation  in  Table  II,  that  of  sodium  salicylate,  is 
164  per  cent.  In  what  percentage  of  samples  taken  do  deviations  between 
these  limits  occur?  In  order  to  ascertain  this,  it  would  probably  be  neces- 
sary to  divide  results  of  analyses  into  several  blocks. 

Pharmacy  Fifty  Years  Ago 

The  entertaining  reminiscences  by  '  J.R.W."  (pp.  427-29)  have  been 
read  by  me  with  much  interest.  To  many,  perhaps  to  most  of  us,  changes 
in  pharmacy  during  the  past  half-century  have  as  a  rule  made  little 
impression  at  first.  Only  when  an  event  like  an  unexpected  alteration  in 
the  Poisons  Schedule  took  place  did  we  "  sit  up."  Your  contributor's 
experience  of  serving  liquids  through  a  machine  resembling  a  beer  engine 
must  be  rare,  though  the  principle  of  the  apparatus  has  no  doubt  been 
used  in  various  trades.  A  return  to  unwrapped  bottles  and  unsecured 
corks  in  dispensing  for  private  patients  is  a  retrogression  that,  I  hope, 
is  not  becoming  common.  In  a  pharmacy  where  I  gained  experience  after 
qualifying  it  was  the  custom  for  a  dispenser,  if  he  had  a  free  evening, 
to  hand  over  to  a  colleague  any  prescriptions  for  pills  arriving  during  the 
day  and  containing  a  valerianate.  Cut  prices  for  proprietary  articles  were 
often  occasioned  by  the  proximity  of  the  main  London  stores,  before 
nearer  competition  from  multiple  stores  arrived.  In  some  areas  dragon's 
blood  was  (and  possibly  still  is)  burnt  by  "  love-sick  maidens  "  with  the 
object  of  winning  or  re-winning  the  affection  of  a  lover ;  lines  of  doggerel 
verse  were  recited  at  the  ceremony.  Your  contributor's  account  of  how  he 
entered  pharmacy  is  unique.  There  can  be  few  members  of  the  profession 
today  who  can  claim  that  the  bumps  on  their  heads  influenced  their 
choice  of  career. 

Earning  after  Marriage 

A  few  lines  quoted  on  p.  433  from  a  Lancet  contributor  suggest  the 
question  of  how  a  wife  holding  a  degree  or  diploma  can  add  to  her  income 
by  part-time  work.  During  the  past  few  days  The  Times  has  allotted 
considerable  space  to  letters  on  this  subject  from  wives,  most  but  not  all 
of  whom  are  university  graduates.  Male  pharmacists,  like  members  of 
other  vocations,  are  not  infrequently  married  to  former  college  friends 
well  trained  in  the  subject  or  subjects  of  monetary  value.  How  can  these 
be  combined  with  household  duties,  Replies  in  the  issues  indicated  vary 
from  ingenious  methods  of  earning,  or  at  any  rate  of  not  losing,  money 
to  complete  inability  to  see  any  hope  of  using  talents  and  training.  Many 
problems  may  of  course  arise.  To  quote  from  a  letter  published  on  April 
22:  "  No  woman  should  try  to  be  her  own  grandmother.  I  know  that  my 
grandmother  gave  parties  .  .  .  and  exerted  herself  in  many  other  good 
and  profitable  ways.  But  no  one  asked  her  to  be  cook  and  scullerymaid, 
housemaid,  parlourmaid,  gardener,  odd  job  boy,  chauffeur,  nurse,  and 
governess,  and  carry  on  as  if  nothing  had  happened.  .  .  .  Each  [wife]  must 
choose  her  own  line  of  sacrifice  .  .  .  .  "

LEGAL  REPORT 

Unauthorised  Possession  and  Supply. 

— At  Shropshire  quarter  sessions  on 
April  22,  Dr.  John  Joseph  Hirschmann, 
Upper  House,  Clunbury,  Shropshire, 
appeared  on  fifteen  charges  involving 
offences  against  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act.  He  pleaded  guilty  to  the  offences, 
fourteen  of  which  involved  the  unlaw- 
ful prescribing,  procuring,  possession 
and  supply  of  pethidine.  The  prose- 
cution said  that  a  ban  had  been  placed 
on  Hirschmann  in  1936  following  a 
conviction  under  the  Act,  but  that  he 
was  getting  hold  of  the  drug  by  vari- 
ous methods.  The  fifteenth  charge  was 
one  of  unlawfully  supplying  an  un- 
known quantity  of  pethidine  to  his 
wife.  It  was  not  suggested  that  Hirsch- 
mann was  a  drug  addict,  but  he  was  get- 
ting the  drug  for  his  wife.  The  Chair- 
man :  "  Is  it  the  view  of  the  prosecu- 
tion that  he  was  procuring  these  drugs 
simply  and  solely  for  his  wife  and  for 
no  one  else?  " — "  It  is  very  difficult  to 
know  the  whole  truth  in  a  matter  of 
this  sort.  The  accused  was  seen  by  the 
police  but  he  adopted  an  attitude  that 
he  was,  on  his  solicitor's  advice,  telling 
them  nothing.  The  result  is  that  we  per- 
haps know  less  than  we  might.  I  cer- 
tainly do  not  suggest  that  he  was  pro- 
curing drugs  for  anyone  except  his 
wife.  There  is  no  evidence  that  he  did." 
It  was  stated  that  Hirschmann's  first 
system  had  been  to  write  out  prescrip- 
tions for  any  patient,  then  take  them  to 
a  chemist's  shop  and  collect  the  pethi- 
dine. It  was  never  intended  to  be  used 
for  patients  and  was  never  used  for 
the  patients  named.  In  other  cases 
Hirschmann  obtained  the  drug  from 
Clun  cottage  hospital  by  telling  the  sis- 
ter in  charge  he  needed  it  for  urgent 
cases.  On  other  occasions  he  had  ob- 
tained dual  supplies  of  pethidine  for 
his  wife  from  two  doctors,  neither  of 
whom  knew  the  other  was  supplying 
the  drug.  For  the  defence  it  was  stated 
that  Mrs.  Hirschmann  was  now  dead. 
A  post-mortem  had  revealed  that  she 
died  from  Medinal  poisoning.  It  was 
submitted  that  there  was  no  question 
of  Hirschmann's  obtaining  supplies  of 
the  drug  for  the  purpose  of  sale.  Mrs. 
Hirschmann  was  properly  requiring 
pethidine  for  neurosis  and  was  not  an 
addict.  Hirschmann  was  sentenced  to 
twelve  months'  imprisonment.

Praise  For  Chemist.  —  Returning  a 
verdict  of  "  suicide  while  the  balance 
of  her  mind  was  disturbed  "  on  Mrs. 
Margaret  Elizabeth  Brown  at  Rhyl  re- 
cently, the  coroner  commended  Mr. 
Sydney  H.  Howells,  M.P.S.,  Rhyl,  who, 
on  being  told  that  Mrs.  Brown  had 
apparently  gassed  herself,  had  tried  to 
contact  a  doctor  without  avail  and  had 
thereupon  closed  his  shop  to  go  and 
give  assistance. 

Electric  Blanket  Warning. — At  an  in- 
quest at  Coventry  recently,  at  which  a 
verdict  of  accidental  death  was  re- 
corded on  Mrs.  I.  A.  Cleydon,  a  medi- 
cal witness  said  that  Mrs.  Cleydon 
died  instantaneously  from  heart  failure 
caused  by  electric  shock.  An  electrical 
engineer  who  had  examined  the  blan- 
ket said  that  the  burning  was  probably 
the  result  of  a  small  short-circuit  on 
the  element  caused  by  wear  and  tear. 
It  was  dangerous,  he  said,  to  sleep  with 
the  blanket  switched  on. 

Dates  on  Poisons  Labels? — At  an  in- 
quest at  Hove  recently  the  coroner  ap- 
pealed to  chemists  to  give  dates  on 
containers  of  poisonous  drugs.  Record- 
ing a  verdict  of  suicide  on  Mrs.  E.  E. 
Hodson,  Hove,  he  said :  "  It  would  be 
much  easier  for  all  parties  concerned 
if  only  chemists  would  inscribe  on 
containers  the  dates  on  which  poison- 
ous drugs  were  issued.  We  find  un- 
limited quantities  in  houses.  A  patho- 
logist said  that  Mrs.  Hodson  had  died 
from  barbituric  poisoning.  She  had 
taken  at  least  ten  capsules. 


BURMA  PHARMACEUTICAL!  INDUSTRY 

Foundation  stone  laid  of  new  works  at  Insein,  Rangoon 


ON  April  23  the  Prime  Minister  of 
Burma  laid  the  foundation  stone  of  the 
pharmaceutical  works  that  is  being  es- 
tablished near  Rangoon  by  Evans  Medi- 
cal Supplies,  Ltd.,  on  behalf  of  the 
Burmese  Government  (C.  &  D.,  1953. 
II.  409.). 

The  site  first  allotted  having  been  re- 
jected as  unsuitable,  an  alternative  not 
remote  from  traffic  routes  and  not  sub- 
ject to  tidal  or  monsoon  flooding  was 
found  with  difficulty.  The  one  adopted 
is  at  Insein,  eight  miles  from  the  capi- 
tal. There,  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
from  the  river  Hlang,  140  level  acres 
alongside  railway  and  main  road  have 
been  acquired,  with  some  hope  of 
securing  an  additional  100  acres  for 
housing.  Plans  are  well  advanced,  and 
contracts  already  placed  for  preparing 
the  site,  laying  part  of  the  foundations 
and  for  engineering  work  in  the  yeast 
factory.  The  cost,  with  the  erection  of 
the  buildings  and  installation  of  equip- 
ment, will  total  several  £  millions. 
"  Know-how  "  in  yeast  manufacture  is 
— under  advice — being  acquired  from 
a  French  company,  one  of  only  two 
concerns  (neither  of  them  British) 
stated  to  be  capable  of  providing  it. 

When  completed,  the  buildings  will 
occupy  250,000  sq.  ft.  A  main  phar- 
maceutical factory,  620  x  230  ft.  in 
area,  will  include  raw-material  store, 
drug-grinding  tower  (its  powdered  pro- 
ducts gravity-fed  to  ground-floor  perco- 
lators), galenical  and  tableting  depart- 
ments, filling  rooms,  and  sterile-pro- 
ducts laboratories.  An  alcohol  distillery 


will  have  an  ultimate  output  capacity 
of  2,400  gall,  of  spirit  daily  from  rice 
of  less  than  edible  quality,  with  pro- 
duction readily  switched  to  any  one 
of  several  grades.  The  yeast  plant  will 
provide  each  day  J  ton  of  dry  medi- 
cinal yeast.  Offices,  canteen,  laundry, 
workshops,  garages,  boiler  house  and 
generator  station  are  provided  for. 
Eventually  a  biological  institute,  occu- 
pying its  own  building,  will  produce 
sera  and  vaccines  and  farm  buildings 
house  animals  for  vaccine  and  sera 
production  and  biological  testing.  Until 
that  is  built,  lymph  production  is  being 
organised  at  the  already  established 
Harcourt-Butler  and  Pasteur  Insti- 
tutes of  Burma. 

The  scheme  is  to  get  into  production 
with  tablets  and  certain  other  items  at 
the  earliest  possible  date  (given  reason- 
able luck  within  a  year).  For  that  pur- 
pose part  of  the  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts building  is  being  completed  for 
pilot-scale  work  (with  pilot-stage 
power)  before  proceeding  with  the  re- 
mainder. Prefabricated  metal  units  will 
be  used  to  the  fullest  extent  in  con- 
struction. 

At  first  all  key  men,  and  probably  all 
"  second  strings,"  will  necessarily  be 
European.  The  difficulty  of  eventually 
replacing  them,  as  intended,  with  Bur- 
mese personnel  is  complicated  by  the 
fact  that  no  pharmaceutical  qualifica- 
tion of  training  exists  in  Burma.  Messrs. 
Evans  are  encouraging  young  Burmese 
to  train  for  the  responsible  posts  that, 
will  be  open  at  the  factory.

Miniature  Lantern-slide  Binder. — To 

give  35-mm.  monochrome  or  colour 
transparencies  full  protection  during 
projection  they  are  bound  between  two 
cover-glasses  each  2  in.  sq.  In  binding 
slides  two  difficulties  are  generally 
experienced:  to  position  the  two 
glasses,  the  small  piece  of  film  and  the 
mask  correctly;  and  to  hold  them  in  that 
position  while  applying  the  binding-tape 
to  the  edges.  A  miniature  lantern-slide 
binder  marketed  by  Messrs.  Ilford  con- 
sists of  a  transluscent  opal  plastic  base, 
with  eight  metal  pins  situated  at  one 
end  so  that  one  pair  holds  each  corner 
of  the  slide.  As  the  glasses,  film  and 
mask  are  placed  alternately  in  position 
the  pins  hold  them  still  and  allow  them 
to  be  correctly  placed  "  four-square." 
Two  cut-outs  are  provided  at  top  and 
bottom  of  the  slide  position  to  permit 
the  easy  removal  of  the  "  sandwich " 
of  component  parts.  The  transparent 
base  allows  the  accessory  to  be  placed 
over  any  illuminated  plate,  such  as  a 
lighted  contact  printer  bed,  enabling 
the  pieces  to  be  positioned  and  the 
cover-glasses  easily  cleaned.  At  the 
left-hand  side  of  the  binder  is  a  spring- 
loaded  plunger;  by  placing  the  first  and 
second  fingers  on  either  side  of  this 
and  the  thumb  behind  the  "  stirrup " 
in  which  it  is  fitted,  the  plunger  spring 
may  be  compressed  and  a  4-mm.  gap 
formed  between  its  end  and  the  oppo- 
site side  of  the  stirrup  fitting.  The 
slide  parts  may  then  be  placed  in  the 
gap  and  the  plunger  released,  causing 
the  glasses  to  be  firmly  gripped  and 
held  in  place  while  being  bound  to- 
gether. Two  small  pads,  one  of  soft 
rubber  on  the  plunger,  and  the  other  of 
red  felt  on  the  flat  face  of  the  stirrup, 
help  to  prevent  the  glasses  slipping.

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CANDIDATES  HAVE  THEIR  (LIMITED)  SAY 

London  stops  them  with  a  lamp,  Brighton  with  a  bell 


MEETINGS  at  which  candidates  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council 
could  state  their  views  and  answer 
questions  were  held  in  London  on 
April  6  and  in  Brighton  on  April  7. 
In  London  a  red  light  warned  speakers 
that  their  ten  minutes  was  up.  In 
Brighton  an  alarm  clock  gave  notice 
at  the  end  of  ten  minutes  that  they 
had  two  minutes  more  in  which  to 
perorate. 

The  London  meeting  was  held  under 
the  auspices  of  the  London  County 
Pharmaceutical  Association  in  con- 
junction with  the  East  Metropolitan 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
The  Brighton  meeting  was  organised 
by  Brighton  and  Hove  Branch  of  the 
Society. 

The  candidates  present  in  London 
were,  in  order  of  speaking  (determined 
by  ballot),  Messrs.  J.  F.  McNeal,  F.  H. 
Connelly,  H.  S.  Grainger,  J.  M. 
Dowty,  H.  J.  Graves,  Miss  M.  J. 
Hincks,  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield. 
Their  statements  of  policy  are  being 
given  separately  (see  pp.  445-449). 

What  Members  Asked  and  Said 

Mr.  H.  G.  Tibbett,  South-west  Lon- 
don, suggested  that  regional  representa- 
tion would  not  prevent  apathy,  since 
members  would  not  usually  know  more 
than  one  candidate. 

Mr.  Dowty's  reply  was  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  had  a 
belter  voting  record  because  the  candi- 
date for  a  particular  area  lived  in  that 
area,  and  Miss  Hincks  that  her  idea 
of  allocating  Council  members  to  areas 
might  lead  to  territorial  representa- 
tion; she  would  not  at  the  present 
juncture  suggest  altering  the  voting 
system. 

Mr.  A.  T.  Morgan  asked  whether 
the  candidates  would  bring  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  Executive,  the  necessity  for 
widening  the  Conference? 

Miss  Hincks  said  she  would  work 
for  such  a  widening,  Mr.  Grainger 
said  that  the  Conference  must  be  the 
spearhead  of  scientific  advance  and  it 
would  be  a  disservice  to  the  profession 
as  a  whole  to  upset  that  aspect  of  it. 
Mr.  McNeal  was  worried  about  the 
Conference.  The  scientific  side  should 
not  push  out  the  practical  side. 

Mr.  J.  U.  Warburton,  South-west 
London,  thought  Mr.  Bloomfield's  pro- 
posal that  any  major  policy  should 
be  placed  before  members  before  be- 
ing implemented  was  a  sweeping  sug- 
gestion. Mr.  Bloomfield  replied  that 
matters  vitally  affecting  pharmacy 
should  go  to  branches  before  a  deci- 
sion was  taken. 

Mr.  H.  A.  Horlington,  East  Metro- 
politan, believed  that  apprenticeship 
after  qualification  would  not  have 
been  brought  in  if  it  had  been  put 
to  the  vote  of  the  members. 

Mr.  Grainger  said  that  he  had  sym- 
pathy with  that  point  of  view  but 
would  approach  the  matter  more 
cautiously.  A  vote  at  a  branch  or  annual 
meeting  on  the  question  such  as  edu- 
cation could  not  be  an  informed  vote. 
It  would  be  dangerous  for  a  hetero- 


geneous and  fortuitous  collection  of 
people  to  decide  the  educational  pol- 
icy of  the  Society.  The  Council  had 
been  wrong  in  putting  to  the  vote  the 
question  of  registering  the  unqualified, 
without  giving  all  aspects  of  it. 

Mr.  Williams,  London,  asked  how 
much  liaison  there  was  between  the 
Council  and  the  N.P.U. 

Mr.  Dowty  replied  that  there  was 
complete  liaison. 

Mrs.  A.  N.  Felton  asked  what  ar- 
rangements would  be  made  to  force 
pharmacists  to  give  a  good  apprentice- 
ship if  the  one-year  post-graduate  ap- 
prenticeship were  abolished. 

Mr.  Grainger  said  that  he  had  suf- 
fered the  evils  of  the  old  apprentice- 
ship system.  He  felt  that  the  present 
system  broke  down  over  inadequate 
supervision.  His  remedy  was  to  ex- 
tend the  practical  training  of  two 
years,  one  part  before  and  one  after 
graduation. 

Mr.  Bloomfield  pointed  out  that 
only  recently,  after  opposition,  had  it 
been  ruled  that  the  post-graduate 
period  of  apprenticeship  should  be 
done  in  one  set  of  premises.  Still  no 
records  were  required,  though  they 
were  obligatory  for  the  pre-graduate 
apprentice. 

Mr.  Connelly  said  that  the  Society's 
scheme  was  quite  good  but  more 
supervision  was  required. 

At  Brighton 

At  Brighton  Messrs.  J.  E.  Searle,  H. 
Williams,  .1.  C.  Bloomfield,  Miss  M.  J. 
Hincks,  Messrs.  H.  Williams  and  E.  J. 
G.  Goodall  spoke  in  that  order. 

Miss  L.  L.  Peck,  Hove,  asked  Mr. 
Searle  if  he  thought  that  registration 
of  dispensing  assistants  would  affect 
the  future  of  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Searle's  reply  was  that  unquali- 
fied dispensers  and  dilution  were  a 
menace  to  the  pharmacist's  qualifica- 
tion. If  the  number  of  unqualified 
was  controlled,  the  pharmacist's  posi- 
tion was  secure.  In  a  period  of  dis- 
tress employers  might  do  without  the 
qualified  man.  But  registration,  if  pro- 
perly done  and  compulsory,  would  be 
a  protection  for  the  pharmacist,  espe- 
cially if  it  laid  stress  on  supervision. 

Mr.  H.  J  Seath,  Eastbourne,  asked 
the  views  of  candidates  on  the  limita- 
tion of  pharmacies. 

Messrs.  Searle  and  Bloomfield 
favoured  limitation  of  the  opening  of 
new  pharmacies. 

Mr.  Dowty  thought  that  a  scheme 
similar  to  the  National  Health  Service 
limitation  upon  the  number  of  doctors 
in  one  area  could  be  worked  by  Exe- 
cutive Councils  for  pharmacies.  The 
code  of  ethics  should  include  a  clause 
making  two  pharmacists  to  one  set 
of  premises  a  condition  of  registration. 

Mr.  Goodall  believed  that  the 
general  opinion  among  pharmacists  in 
all  spheres  favoured  limitation. 

Miss  Hincks  said  the  limitation 
worked  well  in  France,  Switzerland 
and  Sweden. 

Mr.  Williams  said  that  qualified 
people  should  not  work  for  unquali- 
fied, limited  or  not. 


Mr.  Ball,  Portsmouth,  asked  Miss 
Hincks  what  would  happen  to  her  sys- 
tem of  allocation  if  two  Councillors 
came  from  one  area. 

Miss  Hincks  said  that  both  could 
be  used  as  a  link. 

Pharmacy  a  Vocation? 

Dr.  E.  W.  Skyrme,  Hastings,  asked 
Mr.  Searle  if  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Wil- 
liams that  most  people  qualified  in 
order  to  become  their  own  boss.  Did 
not  people  accept  pharmacy  as  a  voca- 
tion? Did  he  think  that  the  work  for 
one  pharmacist  should  be  linked  to 
the  number  of  N.H.S.  prescriptions 
dispensed? 

Mr.  Searle  said  that  in  the  old  days 
the  majority  had  hoped  to  own  a  phar- 
macy but  today  a  substantial  number 
entered  pharmacy  with  their  eyes  wide 
open  to  the  idea  that  they  would  be 
employees  all  their  lives.  There  should 
be  a  limit  beyond  which  additional 
help  must  be  obtained. 

Mr.  Moore,  Brighton,  asked  if  the 
candidates  agreed  that  the  letters  Ph.C. 
should  not  be  used  in  the  title  of  phar- 
macists and  were  they  aware  that  the 
Ministry  of  Health  recognised  that  cer- 
tain assistants  could  take  charge  of  a 
dispensing  department.  Mr.  Dowty 
observed  that  the  Council  had  not  said 
"  Do  not  use  the  title  Ph.C."  Mr. 
Williams  said  that  there  were  many 
shocks  in  store  in  the  forthcoming 
Linstead  report.  He  suggested  that  if 
a  pharmacist  trained  anyone  it  should 
be  an  apprentice. 

Mr.  Bloomfield  said  that  pressure 
should  be  exerted  upon  the  Ministry 
of  Health  to  improve  the  remunera- 
tion of  hospital  pharmacists. 

Mr.  Searle  said  that  retail  em- 
ployers were  not  prepared  to  see  a 
decent  salary  scale  laid  down  in  black 
and  white. 

Dr.  Skyrme  asked  if  the  candidates 
would  agree  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  branch  in  any  area  should 
bring  pressure  to  bear  on  hospital 
management  committees  that  did  not 
employ  qualifieds. 

Mr.  R.  G.  Mumford,  Brighton, 
asked  if  the  candidates  were  going  to 
fight  for  recognition  in  the  three  Ser- 
vices. 

Mr.  Williams  said  that  in  Reading 
the  fight  was  on  already.  Members 
should  write  to  their  M.P.s  about  the 
matter. 

Mr.  Dowty  said  that  the  Council 
was  flogging  that  question  month  after 
month.  Members  should  refuse  to  do 
dispensing  in  the  Forces. 

Mr.  E.  Hunt,  Eastbourne,  asked  if 
there  was  any  reason  why  a  statement 
should  not  be  published  in  the  phar- 
maceutical Press  asking  pharmacists 
not  to  volunteer  for  dispensing. 

Mr.  N.  L.  Banks,  Portsmouth,  asked 
whether  the  observation  of  rota  hours 
should  be  made  a  matter  of  ethical 
conduct. 

Miss  Hincks  thought  it  should.  Mr. 
Dowty  said  that  some  Councillors 
were  trying  to  use  the  Code  against 
rota  breaking  on  a  basis  that  it  was 
a  form  of  advertising.

(D.C.),  1944-46.  Member  of  the  committee  of  the  Ports- 
mouth Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  of  the  Ports- 
mouth Optical  Committee,  and  of  the  council  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  Secretary  of  the  Portsmouth  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion, of  the  Portsmouth  Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  and  of  the  Portsmouth  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee. 

Policy  :  I  am  convinced  that  there  must  be  a  close  liaison 
between  the  Council  and  the  rank  and  file  members,  and  I 
am  very  much  in  favour  of  branch  grouping  and  the  hold- 
ing of  regional  conferences  for  the  discussion  of  important 
pharmaceutical  topics.  In  my  opinion,  all  matters  of  major 
policy  should  be  submitted  to  the  branches  for  their  con- 
sideration and  report,  before  any  final  decision  is  taken  by 
the  Council.  I  believe  that  the  educational  system  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  needs  drastic  revision,  particularly 
the  apprenticeship  regulations,  and  I  am  unconvinced  that 
the  present  one-year  post-graduate  apprenticeship  is  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  profession.  I  have  consistently 
opposed  any  form  of  registration  of  unqualified  assistants 
by  the  Society,  since  in  my  opinion  such  a  scheme  can  only 
lead  to  dilution  of  the  pharmaceutical  qualification  and  I 
will  continue  my  campaign  in  that  connection.  The  Coun- 
cil must  continue  its  efforts  to  secure  greater  recognition  for 
pharmacists  in  the  Forces.  I  offer  myself  as  having  the 
necessary  time  and  enthusiasm,  and  if  elected,  pledge  my- 
self to  work  constantly  for  the  betterment  of  the  whole  of 
the  profession  and  to  truly  reflect  the  views  of  the  Society's 
membership. 

CONNELLY,  F.  H. 

Qualified  1928  and  with  Boots,  Ltd.,  for  thirty-one  years, 
the  past  fourteen  as  manager  of  the  Oxford  Street,  London, 
branch.  Chairman  of  the  London  Pharmaceutical  Commit- 
tee, vice-chairman  of  the  Joint  Industrial  Council  for  Retail 
Pharmacy  and  holder  of  many  trade  union  positions  includ- 
ing chairmanship  of  national  advisory  committee  of  the 
Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Employees  and  secretaryship 
of  the  London  advisory  committee  of  that  Association. 

Policy:  My  opinion  that  retail  pharmacy  employees 
should  be  represented  on  the  Council  by  people  employed 
in  retail  pharmacy  remains  unaltered.  The  standards  of 
remuneration  and  working  conditions  are  promoted  and 
safeguarded  by  the  Retail  Pharmacy  J.I.C.  on  which  em- 
ployee pharmacists  are  fairly  represented,  but  professional 
interests  governed  by  the  Council  have  no  such  representa- 
tion. I  am  concerned  by  the  increasing  tendency  to  "  break  " 
rota  arrangements  by  remaining  open  after  normal  hours. 
In  the  long  run  that  can  only  lead  to  longer  hours  for 
everyone  engaged  in  retail  pharmacy  without  extra  profit  for 
anyone.  Immediate  and  vigorous  action  must  be  taken  to 
prevent  the  situation  developing. 

"COOPER,  William. 

Head  of  the  school  of  pharmacy,  Bristol  College  of  Tech- 
nology since  1945.  Qualified  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in 
1911  after  training  at  the  Bath  and  West  of  England  school  of 
pharmacy.  Passed  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying  ex- 
amination in  1912.  Pharmaceutical  Society's  bronze  medal- 
list, 1913.  Served  with  the  Special  Brigade  Royal  Engineers, 
1915-19.  Appointed  lecturer  in  pharmaceutics  at  the  Bath 
and  West  school  of  pharmacy,  1919;  lecturer  in  pharma- 
ceutics at  the  Bristol  college  of  technology,  1929.  Joint 


secretary  of  the  Bath  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
1925-27. 

Policy  :  By  the  granting  of  the  supplementary  charter 
and  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1953,  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  has  become  very  largely  a  self-governing 
body  and  has  laid  upon  the  members  the  responsibility  for 
so  governing  themselves  as  to  contribute  to  the  public  wel- 
fare. I  am  sure  that  the  only  really  effective  method  of 
doing  that  is  through  the  annual  election  of  members  of 
Council  and  I  respectfully  urge  every  member  to  cast 
his  or  her  vote.  I  believe  that  territorial  representation 
would  stimulate  interest  in  the  elections  because  candi- 
dates could  more  easily  become  known  in  a  smaller  area. 
Interest  in  the  Council's  actions  would  also  be  stimulated 
if  members  knew  exactly  how  each  member  of  Council 
voted  on  all  major  issues.  I  consider  that  the  extension 
of  the  present  two-year  final  course  for  the  qualifying 
examination  should  not  take  place  for  a  long  time.  Students 
are  already  receiving  adequate  academic  training.  In  my 
opinion  the  scheme  whereby  students  can  undergo  their 
period  of  practical  training  after  taking  the  final  examina- 
tion is  not  advantageous  to  the  students  themselves  or  to 
the  profession  of  pharmacy  and  should  be  discontinued. 

DOWTY,  J.  M. 

Proprietor  pharmacist  in  Southampton.  Qualified  in  1908. 
Was  elected  president  of  the  National  Union  of  Assistant 
Pharmacists  in  1909.  Took  over  his  present  business  in 
Southampton  in  1919.  Has  held  office  in  the  local  branches 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  and  Photographic  Dealers'  Association,  and  has  been 
chairman  of  the  retail  section  of  the  Southampton  chamber 
of  commerce.  Was  for  ten  years  chairman  of  both  the 
Southampton  and  Hampshire  Pharmaceutical  Committees. 
Was  a  member  of  the  local  National  Health  Insurance 
Committee  and  has  been  a  member  of  the  Southampton 
Executive  Council  since  its  commencement.  Was  elected 
to  the  Council  in  1951  and  serves  on  the  committees  for 
law,  finance,  organisation  and  benevolence. 

Policy:  I  have  been  a  member  of  Council  for  three 
years  during  which  time  I  have  missed  one  meeting  only. 
My  vote  has  always  been  given  in  accordance  with  the 
promises  I  made  at  the  1951  election.  I  believe  that  the 
Council  should  be  an  effective  and  sympathetic  instrument 
for  the  conservation  and  administration  of  the  interests  of 
the  whole  craft.  I  am  opposed  to  any  dilution  of  our  pro- 
fession with  semi-skilled  labour,  hence  I  voted  against  the 
scheme  for  the  examination  of  the  technician.  I  shall  con- 
tinue to  press  for  commissioned  rank  in  the  medical  sec- 
tion of  the  Forces.  I  believe  in  a  real  and  balanced  sectional 
representation  on  the  Council.  If  re-elected  I  shall  continue 
to  work  for  the  good  of  all  sections  of  the  Society. 

GOODALL,  E.  J. 

A  director  of  R.  A.  Cripps  &  Son,  Ltd.,  manufacturing 
pharmacists,  Hove.  Qualified  in  1940  and  was  awarded  the 
silver  medal  for  highest  aggregate  and  bronze  medal  for 
forensic  pharmacy  at  the  London  College  of  Pharmacy. 
After  locum  and  managerial  experience  became  proprietor 
of  a  business  at  Epsom,  and  later  of  another  at  Sutton. 
Member  of  the  committee  of  the  Croydon  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  1943-46  (vice-chairman  in  1946). 
Secretary  of  the  Worthing  Branch  since  1951. 

Policy:  In  1953  I  stressed  my  close  contact  with  other 
pharmacists  and  expressed  the  opinion  that  Councillors 
are  elected  to  represent  and  to  safeguard  the  interest  of 
members  of  the  Society.  I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  all 
Councillors  should  have  first-hand  knowledge  and  experi- 
ence of  the  problems  which  confront  pharmacy  in  order  to 
be  able  to  appreciate  the  views  of  all  members.  This  is  not 
an  election  in  the  political  sense,  in  which  the  electorate 
is  expected  to  choose  the  lesser  of  two  evils  between  oppo- 
ing  party  programmes  with  the  certain  knowledge  that  the 
winning  party  will  impose  its  policy  on  the  people.  It  is 
rather  an  opportunity  which  members  have  to  select  candi- 
dates to  represent  them  on  the  Council  of  their  profes- 
sional body.     It  is  members'  views  and  interests  which 
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must  be  the  concern  of  their  selected  representatives  and  it 
is  because  I  hold  this  belief  that  I  have  accepted  nomination 
for  election  to  the  Council. 

GRAINGER,  H.  S. 

Chief  pharmacist  at  Westminster  Hospital,  London,  S.W.I, 
since  1948.  Previously  successively  resident  pharmacist  at 
General  Infirmary,  Leeds,  pharmacist  at  Queen  Elizabeth 
Hospital,  Birmingham,  and  chief  pharmacist,  Prince  of 
Wales's  General  Hospital,  Tottenham,  London,  N.15.  Has 
been  secretary  of  the  Birmingham  Branch  of  the  Guild 
of  Public  Pharmacists  and  of  the  London  Branch  until 
1949.  Member  of  the  council  of  the  Guild  of  Public  Phar- 
macists, of  the  actions  and  uses  subcommittee  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex,  and  of  the  tablets  and  capsules 
subcommittee  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  Secretary  of 
the  hospital  section  of  the  International  Phaimaceutical 
Federation. 

Policy  :  I  am  not  satisfied  that  the  present  scheme  of 
practical  training  or  apprenticeship  is  effective.  A  thorough 
review  should  be  made  by  a  specially  formed  committee 
representing  the  industry,  retail,  hospital,  the  schools,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The 
period  should  be  two  years  for  all  candidates  and  a  part 
of  it  should  be  served  before  taking  the  finals  course.  Fel- 
lowship of  the  Society  should  be  granted  for  contributions 
to  the  technical  side  of  pharmacy  or  for  theses  on  the  cul- 
tural and  general  scientific  aspects  of  it  or  on  passing  a 
suitable  examination.  I  suspect  that  the  great  burden  of 
fact-finding  and  policy-making  is  left  .by  the  Council  on 
the  shoulders  of  the  staff  at  Bloomsbury  Square.  I  should 
like  to  see  more  forward  thinking  and  preparation  of 
policy  by  Committees  of  the  Council.  Professional  people  in 
different  countries  have  a  common  bond  through  their 
work.  That  can  be  used  to  create  and  improve  gcod  inter- 
national relations.  I  am  in  full  agreement  with  the  interest 
shown  in  that  work  by  the  Society  and  would  give  it  every 
support.  I  should  like  to  see  fully  reciprocal  recognition 
of  qualifications  throughout  the  Commonwealth  subject  to 
the  standards  of  training  and  examination  being  brought 
into  line.  I  would  favour  limitation  of  new  pharmacies. 

GRAVES,  H.  Jarvis. 

Proprietor  pharmacist  in  Exmouth  since  1939.  Qualified 
1929.  Member  of  the  Devon  county  council,  the  Exmouth 
urban  district  council  (past-chairman  of  the  latter  1949-50), 
the  Devon  and  Exeter  Executive  Council,  and  of  the  Joint 
Pricing  Committee  for  England.  Secretary  of  the  Devon 
and  Exeter  Pharmaceutical  Committee  and  past-chairman 
of  the  Exeter  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Policy:  My  interests  in  general  are  the  well-being  of  all 
pharmacists,  particularly  of  those  engaged  in  retail.  I  believe 
the  Society  is  not  the  best  body  to  negotiate  remuneration 
and  terms  of  service  under  the  National  Health  Service 
and  that  applies  particularly  to  rotas.  I  am  as  interested 
as  ever  in  the  status  of  the  chemist  in  the  Forces  and  feel 
particularly  anxious  that  the  Society's  journal  should 
allow  more  room  for  helpful  articles  of  day-to-day  dis- 
pensing problems  which  now  in  the  main  arise  from  our 
National  Health  Service  contracts.  On  the  other  hand  I 
cannot  promise  the  world  because  undoubtedly  inside  the 
Council  chamber  of  the  Society  one  would  hear  the  other 
side  of  the  picture,  and  I  feel  it  is  vitally  necessary  to  know 
each  side  of  any  case  before  making  a  decision.  Therefore 
I  can  only  promise  that  if  elected  I  would  do  my  best  to 
further  members'  interests  which  are  identical  with  my  own. 


HALL,  O.  T. 

Retail  pharmacist  in  Coventry  since  1920.  Apprenticed 
in  Coventry,  1910.  After  apprenticeship  was  with  Mr.  C.  D. 
Cumber,  Bournemouth.  Joined  the  Royal  Engineers  for  the 
1914-18  war.  Demobilised  in  January  1919.  Qualified  1919. 
Commenced  business  in  Coventry,  January  1920  and  still 
engaged  in  retail  pharmacy  there.  Vice-chairman  of  Cov- 
entry and  Warwickshire  Branch  of  the  Phaimaceutical 
Society  and  a  member  of  several  subcommittees.  Member 
of  Coventry  Pharmaceutical  Committee  (and  of  its  sub- 
committees) and  of  Coventry  Executive  Council  since  its 
inception. 

Policy:  I  support  the  Jacob  Bell  formu'a,  "The  union 
of  members  into  one  body;  protection  of  their  general  in- 
terests and  advancement  of  scientific  knowledge."  There  is 
still  room  for  improvement  on  union.  A  completely  solid 
block  of  all  pharmacists  (employees,  proprietors  and 
teachers)  would  give  a  solid  force  for  bargaining  to  pit 
against  any  who  seek  to  lessen  our  privilege  and  would  be 
invaluable  to  pharmacy  generally.  I  shall  work  to  promote 
this  solidarity — a  job  which  may  be  a  long-term  one  but 
which  holds  promise  of  rich  reward.  Protection  of  interests 
is  a  subject  which  needs  careful  and  constant  watching. 
The  accomplishment  of  the  three  aims  will  enable  us  to 
carry  out,  without  hardship,  a  strong  but  reasonable  policy 
on  ethics,  to  augment  our  education  schemes  and  to  attain 
full  professional  status.  Finally  I  am  interested  in,  and 
prepared  to  support  and  work  for,  the  various  benevolent 
funds  of  the  Society.  Particularly  am  I  interested  in  Birds- 
grove  House. 

HJNCHLIFFE,  G. 

Qualified  in  1920  after  serving  in  the  Manchester  Regiment 
with  the  rank  of  captain.  In  1921  opened  a  new  business 
in  Dukinfield  later  starting  businesses  at  Ashton-under- 
Lyne  and  Hyde.  Became  a  member  of  the  Cheshire  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  in  1926,  afterwards  serving  as  chair- 
man, and  was  a  member  of  the  Cheshire  Insurance  Com- 
mittee. At  present  chairman  of  the  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  and  a  member  of  Cheshire  Executive  Council. 
A  past-chairman  of  the  Ashton-under-Lyne  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation. Member  of  Dukinfield  urban  district  council  since 
1923  and  is  now  serving  his  second  term  as  mayor  of  the 
borough. 

Policy:  I  am  in  substantial  agreement  with  the  prin- 
ciples and  tenets  contained  in  the  Code  of  Ethics  and  the 
new  by-laws.  The  interests  of  retail,  wholesale,  manufactur- 
ing, teaching  and  hospital  pharmacists  must  be  considered 
but  our  interests  are  best  furthered  by  considering  the 
profession  as  a  whole.  We  must  foster  within  the  profession 
a  spirit  of  unity  and  a  desire  to  work  for  the  betterment 
of  all  sections.  I  agree  with  the  main  principles  of  the 
educational  policy  of  the  Society  but  I  consider  it  essential 
to  have  a  two-year  apprenticeship  after  passing  the  Inter- 
mediate examination.  I  am  against  the  proposal  to  have  an 
examination  for  assistants  but  if  we  are  forced  to  accept 
such  an  examination  I  would  insist  that  the  Council  should 
exercise  full  control.  I  believe  that  we  have  now  reached 
a  sufficiently  high  standard  to  ensure  that  men  and  women 
who  are  now  or  are  about  to  become  pharmacists  will  be 
capable  of  meeting  all  demands  made  on  them  in  the 
practice  of  their  profession.  Since  my  election  I  have 
attended  every  Council  meeting,  and  branch  meetings  up 
and  down  the  country.  If  re-elected  I  shall  continue  to  do 
my  best  for  the  interests  and  advancement  of  all  members 
of  the  Society. 
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HINCKS,  M.  Janet. 

Chief  pharmacist  at  Upton  Hospital,  Slough,  Bucks,  since 
1943.  Apprenticed  to  Wands,  Ltd..  Leicester,  and  Mr.  C.  J. 
Reid,  Eton.  Qualified  in  1936  from  the  College  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  Qualified  assistant  to  Mr.  J.  Down- 
ing, Archway  Road,  Highgate.  Numerous  locum  and  other 
short-term  engagements.  A  former  treasurer,  secretary  and 
vice-chairman  of  the  Slough  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  (now  chairman).  Hospital  representative  on  the 
Buckinghamshire  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  Secretary  of 
the  North-west  Metropolitan  Hospital  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation. A  member  of  committee  of  the  London  branch, 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists. 

Policy:  Pharmacy  for  the  pharmacist.  Professional  train- 
ing must  be  continued,  post-graduate,  through  our  journals 
and  branch  meetings.  Practical  training  must  be  equal  for 
all:  Two  years  either  before  or  after  college  (permissive 
alternative  is  necessary  because  of  shortage  of  college  space) 
the  forensic  and  practical  pharmaceutics  examination  to  be 
taken  after  completing  both  apprenticeship  and  college 
study.  Business  training  is  essential  in  all  its  aspects  includ- 
ing income  tax  allowance.  Legal  training  so  that  pharma- 
cists may  take  an  aware  interest  in  our  constitution.  It 
may  be  my  intense  desire  to  know  how  the  wheels  go  round 
that  prompts  me  to  endeavour  to  enable  students  and  others 
to  learn  more  of  their  own  Society.  Let  each  Councillor 
be  allocated  one  twenty-first  part  of  the  country  to  act  as 
two-way  liaison  between  the  Council  and  his  area;  to 
answer  questions,  put  to  him  by  either,  regarding  the 
opinions  and  actions  of  the  other.  This  is  no  more  than 
the  whole  Council  now  attempts  for  the  entire  country 
with  such  disappointing  results. 

HOWELLS,  W.  S. 

A  retail  pharmacist  at  Richmond,  Surrey.  Qualified  in 
1910.  Elected  to  the  Council  in  1936,  vice-president,  1941. 
and  president  the  following  year.  Has  been  a  member  and 
chairman  of  the  various  Committees  of  the  Council,  is  a 
member  of  the  Statutory  Committee  and  was  on  the  Joint 
Committee  on  a  National  Pharmaceutical  Service.  Treasurer 
of  the  Society  for  the  past  seven  years.  Member  of  the 
committee  and  past-chairman  of  the  Thames  Valley  Branch 
of  the  Society,  a  member  and  past-chairman  of  the  Surrey 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  and  a  former  member  of  the 
council  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association. 

Policy:  With  the  new  constitution  resulting  from  the 
recently  granted  supplemental  charter  and  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1953,  the  Society  has  entered  another  stage.  There  is 
no  longer  any  doubt  that  the  Society  is  equally  concerned 
with  the  professional  interests  of  the  pharmacist,  irrespec- 
tive of  the  branch  in  which  he  works  and  of  whether  he  is 
an  employer  or  an  employee.  It  is  a  source  of  strength  in 
the  work  of  securing  wider  recognition  although  the  advan- 
tage thus  gained  needs  to  be  matched  by  a  sense  of  commu- 
nity in  the  membership  as  a  whole.  The  new  constitution 
has  also  enabled  the  Society's  finances  to  be  brought  into 
line  with  present-day  conditions.  The  improved  financial 
position  has  brought  with  it  increased  responsibility  and 
careful  examination  of  claims  for  expenditure  will  more 
than  ever  be  needed.  In  the  educational  field  conditions 
should  continue  to  permit  an  uninterrupted  academic  course 
for  those  who  wish  to  proceed  on  those  lines  and  should 
not  deter  graduates  intending  to  make  industrial  pharmacy 
their  career  from  becoming  members  of  the  Society.  I  am 
particularly  interested  in  and  fully  support  the  policy  of 
fostering  veterinary  pharmacy. 


JACKSON,  Mitchell. 

Retail  pharmacist  in  Leeds.  Qualified  in  1929  from  Brad- 
ford technical  college.  A  member  of  the  committee  of  the 
Leeds  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  since  1936 
and  its  chairman  in  1946.  Present  chairman  of  the  Leeds 
Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union. 

Policy  :  As  membership  is  compulsory  for  practising 
pharmacists,  obligations  exist  for  the  Council  to  give  mem- 
bers the  fullest  information  regarding  its  activities.  The 
annual  meeting  can  never  be  truly  representative  of  the 
opinions  of  members  so  there  should  be  the  closest  co- 
operation between  the  Council  and  branches  through 
Branch  Representatives'  meetings  in  the  development  of 
policy  on  major  issues.  It  is  necessary  that  expenditure 
should  be  closely  watched  and  increases  in  registration  fees 
fully  justified.  The  development  of  regional  associations  for 
branches  should  be  encouraged.  The  Society's  journal 
should  be  used  to  stimulate  branch  activities.  The  important 
functions  of  the  Society  are  to  maintain  the  highest  pos- 
sible professional,  educational  and  ethical  standards  in  the 
service  to  the  community.  I  therefore  would  be  against  the 
Society's  examination  and  registration  of  assistants  at  any 
time.  I  am  in  favour  of  a  two-year  apprenticeship  and  sup- 
port any  action  which  would  improve  the  pharmaceutical 
services  in  the  Forces.  I  believe  the  true  aim  for  pharmacy 
is  the  separation  of  prescribing  from  dispensing.  Having 
had  long  experience  in  pharmaceutical  organisations,  I  feel 
sure  that  if  elected  I  would  fully  justify  the  confidence  of 
the  members  by  working  for  the  interests  of  our 
profession. 

McNEAL,  J.  F. 

Proprietor  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  Buckinghamshire 
and  a  past-vice-president  of  the  Society.  Has  served 
on  all  Committees  of  the  Council,  the  Parlia- 
mentary Committee,  Committee  of  Inquiry,  War  Emergency 
Committee.  Has  held  office  as  chairman  of  the  Ben- 
evolent Fund,  War  Aid  Fund,  Public  Services  Committee 
and  Parliamentary  Committee  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry. 
A  member  of  the  Birdsgrove  House  Committee.  Society's 
delegate  at  International  Conference  at  Zurich,  Amsterdam 
and  Hamburg.  A  past-chairman  and  secretary  of  the  Harrow 
Branch  of  the  Society  and  a  former  chairman,  Harrow 
Branch,  National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  A  member  of  the 
Herts  Pharmaceutical  Committee  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  representative  on  the  British  Council  of  Social 
Hygiene.  A  past-member  of  the  N.P.U.  Executive. 

Policy:  The  valuable  services  of  Mr.  Deacon  are  now 
being  lost  to  the  Council  so  that  only  one  member  of  that 
body  I  joined  in  1936  remains.  The  link  between  the  past 
and  the  future  is  important  in  the  Council's  deliberations. 
The  knowledge  gained  in  visiting  branches  is  important 
and  I  have  visited  nearly  every  branch,  some  of  them 
several  times.  My  policy  is  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  laying 
stress  on:  (1)  restricting  the  sale  of  drugs  and  medicines 
to  premises  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Act;  (2)  the 
provision  in  the  Forces  of  a  pharmaceutical  corps  controlled 
by  pharmaceutical  chemists  As  an  ex-service  pharmaceuti- 
cal chemist  I  deplore  the  present  position;  (3)  the  status  and 
remuneration  of  members  in  hospitals  which,  unless  dras- 
tically uplifted,  will  cause  a  breakdown  in  that  service; 
(4)  the  pruning  of  the  educational  syllabus,  possible  with- 
out loss  of  efficiency;  (5)  the  prudent  control  of  expendi- 
ture; (6)  the  solution  of  the  unqualified  assistants  problem 
which  I  do  not  consider  lies  in  registration  or  examination 
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by  the  Society.  As  the  senior  member  of  Council  who  has 
held  the  usual  offices  leading  to  presidency,  I  ask  for  a 
renewal  of  that  confidence  you  have  so  generously  given 
to  me  in  the  past. 

PARK,  W.  A. 

Apprenticed  to  the  late  Mr.  William  Watt,  Aberdeen, 
after  which  served  with  Messrs.  Davidson  &  Kay  as  an 
unqualified  assistant.  Qualified  in  1922  and  rejoined  that 
firm  for  a  further  period  before  commencing  business  on 
his  own.  When  Messrs.  Davidson  &  Kay  was  formed  into 
a  private  company  he  was  invited  to  join  it,  and  on  the 
death  of  Mr.  H.  G.  Kay  he  became  senior  managing  direc- 
tor, in  addition  to  being  superintendent.  For  four  years 
he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Executive  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  Scottish  Department,  and  during  that  time 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Education  Committee.  Almost 
from  its  inception  he  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Aberdeen  and  North-eastern  Scottish  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  served  as  its  treasurer 
for  twenty-one  years,  vice-chairman  for  two  years,  and  is 
now  completing  his  second  year  of  office  as  chairman.  He 
has  been  appointed  treasurer  of  the  local  committee  of  the 
1955  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to  be  held  in 
Aberdeen.  For  many  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Association  and  has  been  con- 
venor of  its  business  interests  committee  for  the  past  two 
years. 

Policy:  As  will  be  seen  from  my  biographical  sketch,  I 
have  been  engaged  solely  in  retail  pharmacy  almost  entirely 
in  a  large  dispensing  business.  From  my  general  business 
experience  I  can  claim  to  have  a  full  knowledge  of  the 
day-to-day  difficulties  and  problems  which  confront  retail 
pharmacists.  My  "  apprenticeship "  with  the  Executive  of 
the  Scottish  Department  has  been  a  valuable  one  and  the 
experience  gained  there  has  given  me  that  wider  outlook, 
particularly  in  that  field  which  I  regard  as  the  bedrock  of 
all  pharmaceutical  thought  and  policy:  education.  I  believe 
that  the  future  of  our  profession  lies  in  a  progressive  yet 
practical  educational  policy  pivoted  on  the  retail  pharma- 
cist so  as  to  adequately  equip  him  for  his  responsible  and 
essential  duties  and  thus  enrich  his  service  in  the  communal 
life  of  our  country.  If  I  should  be  successful  in  my  candi- 
dature my  wholehearted  efforts  will  be  to  give  a  diligent 
and  faithful  service  to  the  profession  of  pharmacy  and 
although  a  retailer,  to  work  with  equal  assiduity  for  my 
fellow-pharmacists  in  the  other  spheres  of  pharmacy. 

ROBINSON,  Eric. 

Apprenticed  to  the  late  Mr.  J.  H.  Stancliffe,  Idle,  Brad- 
ford, and  qualified  in  1930  from  Bradford  technical  college. 
After  three  years  as  manager  of  a  branch  establishment 
he  joined  Mr.  F.  Mitchell  as  manager  of  a  newly  opened 
pharmacy  in  Darley  Street,  Bradford,  and  in  1942  was 
appointed  managing  director  of  the  company.  Since  the 
tragic  loss  of  Mr.  Mitchell  in  an  air  crash  (C.  &  D.,  1953. 
I.  489)  Mr.  Robinson  has  taken  over  all  the  pharmaceutical 
interests  of  his  late  colleague.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Bradford  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  since  1931 
becoming  chairman  in  1936  and  branch  secretary,  1940-52. 
He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Bradford  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  for  six  years  and  past-chairman  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  Branch.  He  has  taken  a  keen  interest 
in  local  affairs  and  stood  as  a  Liberal  candidate  for  the 
Shipley  division  of  Yorkshire  in  the  1945  election. 

Policy:  I  should  seek  to  effect  the  needs  of  our  calling 


with  the  utmost  vigour  and  to  develop  a  note  of  greater 
urgency.  So  many  problems  lie  unattended  and  create 
apathy  in  our  members.  It  should  be  a  matter  of  immediate 
concern  to:  (a)  Deal  with  the  veterinary  monopoly  that 
eliminates  proper  pharmaceutical  interests:  (b)  advise  mem- 
bers of  the  Poisons  Board  that,  pharmacists  are  qualified 
to  handle  poisons  and  that  they  should  not  place  medical 
products  out  of  sensible  availability,  Schedule  IV  being 
reserved  for  drugs  internationally  recognised  as  habit-form- 
ing and  not  for  relatively  innocuous  substances;  (c)  encour- 
age the  pharmacist  to  exercise  his  profession  to  assist  the 
doctor  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  public;  (d)  modernise  out- 
look and  methods  in  the  publications  department  of  the 
Society;  (e)  challenge  by  the  Ethical  Committee  commer- 
cial greed  that  may  cause  a  complete  breakdown  of  reason- 
able rota  facilities.  With  twenty-five  years'  pharmaceutical 
interest  and  experience  I  should  be  happy  to  give  service 
to  pharmacy. 

SEARLE,  T.  E. 

Manager  of  a  private  company  pharmacy  in  Eastbourne. 
Passed  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  examination  from 
Brighton  technical  college  in  1939.  Has  had  private,  mul- 
tiple and  hospital  experience.  A  member  of  the  national 
advisory  committee  of  the  Association  of  Pharmaceutical 
Employees;  a  life-member  of  the  Socialist  Medical  Asso- 
ciation; chairman,  Eastbourne  branch  of  the  Union  of 
Shop,  Distributive  and  Allied  Workers,  and  of  its  Sussex 
federation.  A  member  of  the  trade-union  side  of  the 
National  Joint  Industrial  Council  for  Retail  Pharmacy,  and 
retail  employee  representative  on  the  Eastbourne  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee. 

Policy  :  The  Council  would  be  stronger  if  all  important 
sections  of  the  membership  were  represented.  Employee 
pharmacists  should,  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
receive  recognition  comparable  with  their  responsibilities. 
Employee  pharmacists  must  organise  together  as  power- 
fully as  their  employers  have  done,  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  should  recognise  that  necessity.  In  the  "  Code  of 
Ethics,"  the  exhortation  to  "  furnish  emergency  supplies  at 
all  times  "  should  be  balanced  by  a  condemnation  of  "  rota- 
breaking."  No  employer  should  accept  a  rota  arrangement 
which  would  necessarily  involve  an  infringement  of  his 
employees'  legal  right  to  an  unbroken  weekly  half -holiday.  In 
view  of  the  superfluity  of  pharmacists  in  the  Forces,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  support  a  relaxation  of  the 
conscription  laws,  for  which  the  time  is  ripe.  Concerning 
education,  I  believe  that  the  two-year  apprenticeship  before 
the  final  course  is  advantageous  to  the  prospective  retail 
pharmacist.  The  employee  candidates,  Mr.  Connelly  and  I, 
are  confident  that  all  who  seek  to  strengthen  our  profession 
will  appreciate  the  value  of  having  in  the  Council  chamber 
experienced  representatives  who  can  put  forward  the  view- 
point of  the  employees  whenever  their  interests  are  affected. 

WILLIAMS,  Herbert. 

Apprenticed  at  Bala,  North  Wales.  Qualified  1929,  from 
Liverpool  school  of  pharmacy.  Afterwards  had  retail  ex- 
perience in  Manchester,  Birmingham  and  London.  Has  had 
experience  of  multiple  and  chain  stores,  and  of  manufac- 
turing. Was  a  representative  for  about  five  years.  At  present 
though  a  proprietor  of  a  retail  pharmacy  (managed  by  his 
wife  who  is  the  vice-president  of  the  National  Association 
of  Women  Pharmacists)  is  manager  of  a  privately  owned 
pharmacy.  Has  served  in  the  Forces.  Is  secretary  of  the 
Reading   Branch  of  the   Pharmaceutical  Society,   of  the 
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Reading  and  Berkshire  Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union,  and  of  the  Reading  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 
Member  of  the  council,  Reading  chamber  of  commerce,  of 
the  public  health  committee  of  the  Reading  borough  council 
and  of  the  scientific  advisory  committee  to  Reading  tech- 
nical college. 

Policy:  Pharmacy  is  for  pharmacists  only  and  is  indi- 
visible. The  gradual  steps  taken  to  enhance  the  prestige 
of  pharmacy  should  be  maintained  and  that  prestige  should 
have  its  due  reward.  The  Council  should  do  all  in  its 
power  to  ensure  for  hospital  pharmacy  the  recognition  and 
remuneration  due  to  it.  The  limitations  of  the  old  charter 
are  now  removed  and  the  Council  should  work  for  the 
betterment  of  all  pharmacists  and  should  not  concern  itself 
with  non-members.  As  the  livelihood  of  the  majority  of  the 
members  is  irrevocably  and  intimately  tied  up  with  retail 
pharmacy,  the  conditions  prevailing  in  retail  undeniably 
affect  all  pharmacists  and  that  fact  should  always  be  borne 
in  mind.  The  remuneration  of  pharmacists  generally  must 
always  be  considered  when  the  educational  policy  of  the 
Society  is  under  discussion,  and  I  believe  that  the  employers 
of  would-be  pharmacists  are  the  best  judges  of  when 
apprenticeship  should  be  undertaken.  The  present  restric- 
tions placed  on  candidates  for  election  to  the  Council  are 
out-dated.  An  agreement  that  has  become  notorious  for 
the  many  ways  in  which  it  can  be  circumvented  should  be 
scrapped.  I  would  assure  all  members  that  I  will  give  of  my 
very  best  to  the  cause  of  pharmacy  which  is  my  only  means 
of  livelihood.  I  study  each  pharmaceutical  problem  from  a 
practical  standpoint,  bearing  in  mind  that  what  we  plan 
today  affects  the  pharmacist  of  tomorrow.  I  hope  that  the 
confidence  placed  locally  in  my  ability,  enthusiasm  and 
judgment  will  be  reflected  nationally  and  that  you  will  elect 
me  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

WILSON,  F.  C. 

Qualified  1927.  For  some  years  secretary  and  later  vice- 
chairman  and  chairman  of  the  Bradford  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  Elected  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council,  1939.  Has  served  on  all  Committees  and 
has  been  chairman  of  Organisation  and  Public  Service 
Committees;  and  at  present  is  chairman  of  the  Establish- 
ment Committee.  Elected  vice-president  in  1950,  and  presi- 
dent in  1951.  Has  represented  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  a  number  of  bodies  including  the  Joint  Committee  on  a 
National  Pharmaceutical  Service,  and  on  liaison  committees 
with  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and  the  British 
Medical  Association.  Since  1946  has  been  secretary  of 
Surrey  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  and  since  1948  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Surrey  Executive  Council.  Has  been  chairman 
of  the  general  services  committee  of  that  Council.  In  the 
1945  General  Election  was  Liberal  candidate  for  North- 
east Leeds  division.  Vice-chairman  Wimbledon  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  1954. 

Policy:  During  the  fifteen  years  I  have  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Council  I  have  devoted  myself  and  my 
leisure  incessantly  to  the  affairs  of  the  Society  and  to  the 
profession  generally.  In  my  capacity  as  secretary  to  a  large 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  I  am  kept  closely  in  touch  with 
all  the  problems  of  retail  pharmacy.  It  is  impossible  in  a 
few  words  to  survey  all  the  problems  which  are  likely  to 
concern  the  Council  during  the  next  three  years.  I  will 
therefore  limit  myself  to  a  few  of  the  major  headings. 
Recent  events  in  the  Parliamentary  field  have  shown  how 
necessary  it  is  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  watch 
closely  legislative  trends  in  order  to  prevent  additional  im- 
positions on  the  retail  pharmacist.  I  believe  that  improve- 
ments in  the  status  of  the  pharmacist  in  the  Forces  can  only 


be  brought  about  by  continuance  of  the  pressure  maintained 
so  long  by  the  Society  on  service  departments.  Results 
can  never,  in  my  opinion,  be  achieved  by  any  other  means, 
but  in  justice  to  pharmacists  in  the  Forces  and  in  fairness 
to  Forces  personnel,  the  struggle  should  be  continued  on 
every  available  opportunity.  I  believe  that  satisfactory  edu- 
cation of  the  future  pharmacist  cannot  be  achieved  by  the 
prolongation  of  the  present  system  of  apprenticeship. 
Neither  of  the  two  systems  at  present  involved,  the  two-year 
pre-graduate  or  the  one-year  post-graduate,  is  in  itself  satis- 
factory. In  my  opinion  a  complete  re-orientation  of  the 
practical  training  is  necessary  in  fairness  to  the  student  and 
to  the  pharmacist  who  accepts  the  responsibility  for  train- 
ing him.  I  consider  the  Society's  publication  department, 
and  the  research  laboratories  attached  thereto,  are  a  valu- 
able part  of  the  Society's  activities  and  a  source  of  prestige 
to  pharmacy  generally.  In  conclusion,  may  I  say  that  as  in 
the  past  my  services  are  completely  at  the  disposal  of  the 
profession. 

NEW  BOOKS 

The  New  Practical  Display  Instructor 

h.  c.  murrills.  Blandford  Press,  Ltd.  10  x  7i  in.  Pp. 
144.  18s.  6d. 

One  turns  first,  naturally,  to  the  commendably  comprehen- 
sive index  of  this  book  in  search  of  such  references  as 
chemists,  display  for  display  in  the  pharmacy 

chemists'  windows  fittings  for  chemists 

cosmetics,  display  of  toilet  goods,  display  of 

or  other  similar  entries  that  would  enable  one  quickly  to 
discover  and  critically  to  examine  those  sections  most  likely 
to  be  helpful  to  the  chemist.  But  alas!  there  are  no  such 
references  in  the  index.  And,  of  the  133  illustrations,  one 
only  (a  perfumery  display)  is  connected  with  chemists'  mer- 
chandise. Yet  it  must  be  admitted  that  to  find  chemists' 
displays  of  sufficiently  outstanding  interest  to  justify  publi- 
cation is  difficult.  The  book  does,  however,  contain  much 
that  can  be  helpful  to  the  beginner  in  display,  and  features 
more  than  a  hundred  top-grade  displays  that  may  be  inspir- 
ing to  the  chemist  who  wishes  to  improve  his  own  window 
showmanship.  It  gives  helpful  guidance  on  preparatory 
work,  lists  a  wide  range  of  materials  and  accessories  that 
can  simplify  or  add  to  the  attractions  of  merchandise  dis- 
play and  provides  advice  on  the  use  of  colour.  The  most 
practical  section  of  the  book  is  the  one  on  blocks,  plat- 
forms and  hollow  squares.  It  contains  useful  diagrams  on 
how  to  build  up  displays  by  those  media.  One  could  wish 
that  the  author,  who  ranks  as  one  of  the  best  display  men 
in  the  country,  had  included  more  matter  on  modern  dis- 
play methods 

Pharmacology 

J.    H.    GADDUM,  SC.D.,    F.R.S.,    M.R.C.S.,    L.R.C.P.  Geoffrey 

Cumberlege,  Oxford  University  Press.     8|  x  5i  in. 

Pp.  xviii  +  562.  Fourth  edition.  35s. 
The  economical  and  direct  simplicity  of  this  book  are 
reflected  in  its  one-word  title  and  opening  sentence,  which 
plunges  without  preliminaries  into  the  subject  of  diet :  "  A 
complete  diet  contains  a  wide  variety  of  substances  which 
are  classified  as  follows.  .  .  ."  The  author  compresses,  in 
fact,  quite  a  quantity  of  information  within  his  nearly  six 
hundred  pages,  though  not  enough  to  contain  his  "  too 
large  "  subject.  For  more  detailed  study  of  the  subject  he 
directs  his  readers,  even  before  they  reach  his  first  chapter, 
to  textbooks  of  pharmacology,  experimental  methods,  the 
chemistry  of  drugs,  and  medical  treatment;  to  reviews  and 
"  official  books  written  by  committees."  Since  the  third 
edition  the  whole  text  of  the  book  has  been  revised,  and 
"  few  pages  remain  as  they  were."  The  main  additions  and 
alterations  involve  the  anterior  pituitary,  synthetic  anal- 
gesics, the  blockade  of  autonomic  ganglia  and  neuromuscu- 
lar junctions,  vitamin  B12  nuclear  poisons  and  antibiotics. 
Simple,  plain  language  is  matched  by  a  common-sense 
approach  and  occasionally  relieved  with  dry  humour.  To 
illustrate  the  first,  "  when  the  drugs  acting  on  the  mucous 
membranes  fail  to  stop  a  useless  unproductive  cough,  it 
may  be  necessary  for  the  peace  of  the  patient  to  stop  the 
cough  by  means  of  drugs  acting  on  the  cough  centre. 
Morphine  is  very  effective  for  this  purpose,  but  liable  to 
lead  to  nasty  habits,  and  codeine  is  therefore  commonly 
used."

THE  Southend  pharmacist  whose  name 
is  henceforth  perpetuated  in  the  title 
of  a  new  foundation,  "  The  Sydney 
Body  Trust "  (see  next  page),  is  one 
who  throughout  his  life  has  combined 
a  gift  for  success!  ul  business  organisa- 
tion and  a  capacity  lor  unremitting 
work  with  a  liveiy  intent  in  his  fel- 
low creatures  and  a  proper  self-respect 
which  is  its  natural  counterpart. 

Throughout  Mr.  Body's  pharmaceu- 
tical career  there  runs  a  consistent 
stoiy  of  confidence  reposed  in  him  by 
business  associates,  of  his  own  con- 
fidence in  colleagues  and  employees, 
and  of  friendships  loyally  sustained 
with  both.  Perhaps  in  his  make-up 
there  is  a  touch  of  American  generos- 
ity traceable  to  his  earlier  years,  for 
paradoxically  the  eminently  British 
subject  of  this  sketch  was  born  at  Fair- 
mont, Omaha,  Nebraska,  U.S.A.,  and 
lived  theie  for  the  first  five  years  of 
his  life.  However,  that  may  be,  it  is 
evident  that  a  Cornish  ancestry  has 
contributed  markedly  to  his  chaiacter, 
aided  by  enviionmental  inlluences  dur- 
ing a  boyhood  passed  in  the  West 
Country  of  his  forebears. 

Pharmaceuticaily,  Mr.  Body's  career 
began  when  in  1896  he  answered  an 
advertisement  offering  apprenticeship, 
was  accepted,  and  became  indentured 
to  Mr.  J.  G.  Netting,  pharmaceutical 
chemist  and  town  councillor,  at  North 
Road,  Plymouth.  The.e  he  was  initi- 
ated into  the  mysteries  of  pharmaceu- 
tical craftsmanship  by  an  apprentice- 
master  who  was  essentially  a  physician 
manque,  locally  esteemed  as  a  counter 
prescriber  but  known  by  his  col- 
leagues rather  for  his  resistance  to  the 
price  warfare  of  those  days.  Long 
hours  and  hard  work  typified  the  life 
of  young  Body  both  there  and  duri"2 
his  days  as  a  junior  assistant  with  John 
Oliver,  Southsea,  and  part-time  student 
under  Kingsley  Padwick  of  Brighton, 
during  which  he  was  putting-by  sav- 
ings to  pay  college  and  examination 
fees.  When  there  was  a  sufficient  bal- 
ance in  hand,  he  left  for  London  to 
study  at  the  Metropolitan  College  of 
Pharmacy  under  that  gifted  teacher  the 
late  Mr.  Watson  Will.  In  1903  he  both 
qualified  and  gained  the  silver  medal 
of  the  College.  He  then  had  brief 
wholesale  experience  with  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.,  London,  joined  one 
of  the  company's  West  End  retail 
agents  at  the  now  defunct  Upper  Re- 
gent Street  pharmacy  of  Jebez  Munro, 
followed  by  a  spell  at  Sarsons,  Paign- 
ton (where  he  met  his  future  wife,  a 
daughter  of  the  proprietor  of  Deiler's 
cafes),  before  entering  the  Plough 
Court  phaimacy  of  Allen  &  Hanburys, 
Ltd.,  where  he  was  contemporary  with 
old  Cornelius,  Frederick  Reginald  and 
Capel  Hanbury,  Dodds,  Netherway 
Groves  and  Gamble  of  Vere  Street. 
The  high  professional  standard  of  that 
famous  pharmacy  appealed  strongly  to 
his  idealistic  standards:  so  much  so 
that  when  he  launched  out  on  his  own 
in  1907  at  Southend-on-Sea,  he  for 
years  limited  his  purchases  of  drugs 
and  galenicals  to  its  proprietors,  and 
let  it  be  known  that  he  was  doing  so. 
That  policy,  if  commendable,  was  also 


courageous  in  a  fiercely  competitive 
age,  for  the  business  he  had  taken 
over  at  Station  Road,  Westcliff,  was 
moribund  and  well-nigh  derelict,  and 
he  had  only  a  tiny  capital  and  his  own 
energy  and  ability  with  which  to  de- 
velop it.  Nevertheless  he  resisted  any 
temptation  to  adopt  the  price-cutting 
practices  with  which  he  had  become 
acquainted  during  his  Plymouth  ap- 
prenticeship and  accepted  nothing  less, 
then  as  now,  than  the  highest  profes- 
sional standards. 

The  success  with  which  he  pulled  the 
Westcliff  business  round  was  not  un- 
noticed by  others  and  he  gained  the 
patronage  and  financial  support  of  a 
notab'e  resident  and  critical  observer 
in  opening  the  pharmacy  at  Broadway, 
High  Street,  Southend,  around  which 
the  business  of  Body's  Pharmacies, 
Ltd.,  one  of  the  most  successful  retail 
pharmaceutical  businesses  in  the  coun- 
try, came  to  centre.  Between  the  wars 
especially  the  business  rapidly  ex- 
panded. Not  only  were  a  number  of 
branch  pharmacies  established,  but  the 


possibilities  of  every  department — dis- 
pensing,    cosmetic,     surgical,  photo- 
graphic, optical — were  exploited  to  the 
full,  and  a  successful  wholesale  and 
small  manufacturing  company,  Teucer, 
Ltd.,  was  set  up.   Sound  methods  of 
stock  control  were  universally  applied. 
In  fact,  it  says  much  for  the  business 
training    that   employees   received  at 
Body's  Pharmacies  that  three  former  li 
members  of  the  staff  hold  key  posi- 
tions today  at  the  headquarters  of  the 
National   Pharmaceutical   Union,   and  >t 
another   occupies   the   editorial   chair  | 
of  the  Society's  journal. 

The  1939-45  war  brought  a  crip- 
pling setback  to  the  business:  the 
evacuation  of  Southend's  population. 
That  compelled  the  closing  of  two 
branch  shops;  it  also  released  fittings 
and  furniture  that  later  came  in  useful 
for  an  important  purpose  elsewhere. 

Pharmacy  and  salesmanship  were  by 
no  means  the  sum  of  Mr.  Body's  in- 
terests. As  a  member,  before  the 
National  Health  Service  was  set  up, 
of  the  old  Board  of  Management  of 
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the  Southend  General  Hospital,  he 
shared  the  ambition,  with  others,  of 
raising  the  hospital  to  teaching  status. 
To  that  end  a  museum,  a  lrb.ary,  and 
a  lecture-hall  were  basic  necessities. 
In  founding  the  museum  and  library 
it  now  possesses,  the  hospital  received 


material  help — including  the  fixtures 
and  furniture  already  referred  to — 
from  Mr.  Body.  In  the  eventful  year 
of  the  National  Health  Service,  1948, 
the  hospital  was  not,  unfortunately, 
accorded  teaching-hospital  autonomy, 
but  Mr.  Body  continued  to  think  of 


A  First  Award  and  Lecture 

UNDER  A  TRUST  A  PHARMACIST  CREATED 


THE  first  Sydney  Body  lecture  was  de- 
livered and  the  first  Sydney  Body  gold 
medal  awarded  at  the  General  Hospi- 
tal, Rochford,  Essex,  on  April  14.  Both 
have  been  established  under  a  Sydney 
Body  Trust  set  up  on  the  initiative 
of  a  Southend  pharmacist  and  optician: 
Mr.  Sydney  F.  Body,  M.P.S.,  F.S.M.C., 
The  lec.ure  is  to  be  given  annually 
by  a  distinguished  personality  on  a 
subject  of  biographical  or  historical 
interest  within  the  sphere  of  medicine. 


O.B.E.,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  F.R  S.  (presi- 
dent of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine 
and  consulting  physician,  University 
College  Hospital).  Sir  Francis  said  that 
the  scientific  achievements  of  medicine 
were  the  changing  face,  and  piudence 
among  doctors  the  static  quality.  The 
discove  y  of  the  sulphonamides  and  the 
antibiotics,  and  the  refinement  of  sur- 
gical and  anaesthetic  techniques  was  an

Mr.  Donald  S.  M.  Barlow.  F.R.C.S. 
(surgeon  at  the  Southend  General  Hos- 
pital), outlining  the  objects  of  the 
Trust,  said  that  there  had  been  no  dif- 
ficulty for  the  special  committee  con- 
cerned in  deciding  on  the  award  to 
Mr.  William  Evans,  D.Sc,  M.D.,  in 
recognition  of  his  work  in  cardiology. 

Mr.  Body  presented  the  medal  and 
the  citation  on  vellum.  Dr.  Evans,  he 
said,  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  his 
contemporaries  in  the  field  of  medi- 
cine. He  had  been  acclaimed  by  his 
distinguished  colleagues  of  the  Hospital 
as  outstandingly  worthy  of  the  award, 
and  had  achieved  an  abiding  reputa- 
tion, nationally  and  internationally. 

Thinking  Mr.  Body  for  the  medal, 
Dr.  Evans  described  the  Trust  as  "  a 
very  important  step  forward  for  medi- 
cine in  this  area."  In  Britain  they  were 
suffering  from  lack  of  funds  for  re- 
search work.

ways  in  which  its  status  could  be 
raised.  One  result  has  been  the  Trust, 
which  makes  a  potent  contribution  to 
medicine,  culture  and  research  in 
Southend.  Though  of  modest  degree 
by  comparison  with  famous  national 
benefactions,  the  Sydney  Body  Trust 
has  the  merit  of  encouraging  and  em- 
bodying local  initiative  at  a  time  when 
the  all-too-prevalent  trend  is  to  leave 
things  to  the  central  authority.  That 
is  particularly  true  within  a  national- 
ised framework  such  as  the  National 
health  Service,  and  Mr.  Body  has 
given  refreshing  proof  that  benevolent 
local  enterprise  need  not  resign  itself 
to  inaction.  The  Trust  testifies  alike 
to  his  business  acumen,  vision,  public 
spirit  and  the  humanity  of  his  out- 
look. Should  it  prove  to  be  the  pioneer 
in  a  series  of  similar  benefactions  in 
other  Hospital  Regions  throughout  the 
country,  it  will  redound  to  the  credit 
of  pharmacy  and  enrich  the  life  of  the 
community. 

UNITED  STATES 
DEVELOPMENTS 

THE  American  Medical  Association 
has  formed  a  new  group,  to  be  known 
as  the  subcommittee  on  blood  dyscra- 
sias,  whose  purpose  will  be  to  develop 
new  methods  for  the  earliest  possible 
reporting  of  drug-induced  abnormali- 
ties and  to  seek  ways  of  enabling  more 
accurate  prediction  of  potential  dan- 
gers from  new  therapeutic  agents. 

Clinical  trials  of  a  recently  intro- 
duced drug,  6-mercaptopurine,  carried 
out  at  Stanford  Medical  School,  Stan- 
ford, California,  and  the  San  Francisco 
Veterans  Administration  Hospital,  have 
shown  encouraging  results  in  the  treat- 
ment of  acute  leucaemia.  6-mercapto- 
purine appears  about  four  times  more 
potent  against  acute  leucaemia  in  adult 
patients  than  the  best  previous  reme- 
dies (cortisone,  ACTH  or  the  folic  acid 
antagonists).  It  is  also  less  toxic. 

Alcohols  used  in  detergents,  synthetic 
lubricating  oils  and  lubricant  additives 
can  now  be  produced  commercially  by 
a  process  based  on  the  use  of  sodium 
metal,  according  to  workers  at  the 
Ethyl  Corporation  research  labora- 
tories, Detroit,  Michigan.  Unlike  most 
other  methods  now  used,  chemical  re- 
duction with  sodium  can  produce 
higher  alcohols  from  a  wide  range  of 
raw  materials,  including  fatty  com- 
pounds from  animal  or  vegetable 
sources.  The  process  yields  a  greater 
variety  of  product  alcohols  than  do 
most  other  methods,  because  the 
sodium  preserves  the  chemical  charac- 
teristics present  in  the  raw  materials 
employed.  Other  advantages  cited  for 
the  process  are  that  it  does  not  require 
expensive,  high-pressure  equipment  or 
costly  catalysts. 

The  synthesis  of  a  possible  new 
anaesthetic  was  announced  by  Dr. 
Keith  W.  Wheeler  (organic  chemical 
research  department  of  the  William  S. 
Merrell  Co.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio)  at  a 
meeting  of  the  American  Chemical 
Society  recently.  The  compound,  5- 
ethyl-6-phenyl-meta-thiazine-2,  4-dione 
is  expected  to  produce  general  anaes- 
thesia of  long  as  well  as  of  short  dura- 
tion. The  lethal  dose  for  animals  is 
said  to  be  fifteen  times  the  hypnotic.

The  requirement  that  chemist-contractors  should  refer 
back  to  the  prescriber  any  EC10  prescription  that  does 
not  clearly  state  the  quantity  or  strength  of  a  medicinal 
speciality  intended  to  be.  dispensed  is  one  of  those 
demands  that  are  entirely  reasonable  in  theory,  but 
in  practice  full  of  snags  in  carrying  out. 

The  doctor  puts,  say,  only  the  name  of  a  product  on 
the  prescription.  Possibly  he  has  omitted  the  quantity 
through  carelessness.  (Careless  prescribers  have,  of 
course,  been  known.)  Much  more  probably  he  believed 
he  was  automatically  indicating  a  strength  or  size, 
since,  so  far  as  he  knew,  only  one  pack  was  issued  by 
the  manufacturer.  Had  he  in  fact  acted  in  that  belief 
he  would  have  been  right  about  quite  a  few  proprie- 
taries, and  it  may  be  sheer  bad  luck  that  he  had  pre- 
scribed a  product  with  alternative  packs  of  which  he 
knew  nothing.  It  may  even  very  well  be  that  he  had 
not  kept  quite  up  to  date  about  a  product  that  once 
had  a  single  strength  and  now  has  two.  Any  of  those 
causes  may  be  regrettable,  but  they  are  understandable 
and  certainly  innocent. 

The  prescription  comes  anyway  to  the  pharmacist. 
For  him,  says  the  Ministry,  there  is  only  one  course. 
He  must  return  it  to  the  doctor  and  get  him  to  write 
in  the  strength  or  quantity.  The  prescriber  may  be 
known  to  the  pharmacist,  who  may  be  aware  that  the 
doctor  is  in  the  habit  of  ordering  a  particular  strength. 
He  may  have  good  reason  to  suppose  that  the  doctor 
was  unaware  of  a  second  strength.  No  matter.  He 
must  not  give  the  patient  what  he  thinks  the  doctor 
intended,  or  what  he  knows  is  appropriate  to  the 
patient's  case,  if  that  happens  to  be  the  larger  size 
or  greater  strength.  For,  says  the  Ministry,  "  We  will 
pay,  in  those  circumstances,  only  for  the  smaller  size 
or  weaker  strength.  Nor  will  we  accept  any  but  the 
prescriber's  written  note  that  he  intended  the  normal 
and  not  the  half-strength  pack  or  other  variant.  Public 
money  is  involved  and  we  must  run  no  risk  of  paying 
out  too  much." 

So  the  pharmacist  must  contact  the  doctor.  "  Surely," 
says  the  Ministry  in  effect,  "  there  is  no  hardship  in 
that.  Already,  under  the  law,  you  have  to  do  that 
whenever  you  receive  an  incomplete  prescription  for  a 
Dangerous  Drug  or  Schedule  IV  preparation."  And 
often,  if  the  doctor  is  local  and  known,  there  is  indeed 
little  enough  difficulty,  apart  from  the  tiresome  one  of 
trying  to  indicate  tactfully  to  the  doctor  that  he  has 
left  something  undone  that  he  ought  to  have  done.  If, 
however,  the  prescriber  is  unknown,  and  from  another 


locality,  the  two  cases  are  not  on  all  fours.  One  can 
explain  to  a  patient  that  a  prescription  may  not  be 
dispensed  because  statutory  poisons  requirements  have 
not  been  met,  but  he  would  justifiably  take  a  dim 
view  of  being  told  that  the  only  reason  for  withholding 
the  medicine  was  doubt  whether  reimbursement  would 
be  forthcoming  from  the  Executive  Council.  Surely, 
says  somebody,  a  letter  to  the  doctor  is  always  possible. 
Well  and  good.  Let  the  contractor,  in  compliance  with 
the  requirements,  post  off  the  prescription  to  the  doctor, 
who  lives,  say,  fifty  or  500  miles  away — or  perhaps 
even  in  Northern  Ireland.  If  it  comes  back  duly  com- 
pleted the  patient  has  lost  a  day  or  two  and  the  con- 
tractor has  lost  nothing  but  the  postage — either  one  way 
or,  if  a  stamped  addressed  envelope  had  been  enclosed, 
both  ways.  If,  however,  the  doctor  fails  to  return  the 
prescription  for  any  reason,  whether  fortuitous  or  de- 
liberate, or  if  the  prescription  should  go  astray  in  the 
post,  neither  chemist  nor  patient  will  have  any  re- 
dress or  recompense.  And  for  a  chemist  who  takes  a 
chance  and  dispenses  the  medicine  before  getting  the 
prescription  endorsed  that  might  be  a  serious  matter. 

Such  problems  are,  as  the  secretary  of  the  London 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  has  pointed  out  (p.  437) 
specially  acute  in  parts  of  the  metropolis.  But  they 
will  be  met  with  to  some  extent  in  all  areas.  That 
the  pricing  authorities  must  lay  down  safeguards 
against  possible  overpayments  is  recognised,  but  it  is 
far  from  right  or  necessary  that  patients  and  chemists 
should  be  penalised  in  the  process.  The  procedure 
notified  in  ECN  145  bears  all  the  marks  of  having 
been  hastily  drawn  up  before  proper  consideration  has 
been  given  to  all  the  factors  involved,  and  some  system 
more  equitable  and  just  to  all  concerned  must  be 
speedily  substituted  for  it. 

Review  of  Overseas  Trade 

United  Kingdom  exports  in  March  were  valued  at 
£2464  millions,  against  an  average  of  £213  5  millions 
for  January-February.  Imports  were  again  higher  at 
£298  6  millions  in  March,  while  re-exports  showed  a 
marked  increase  at  £117  millions.  To  some  extent  the 
higher  figures  are  accounted  for  by  the  greater  number 
of  working  days  in  the  month  (twenty-seven  against 
twenty-five). 

Medicinal  and  pharmaceutical  exports  in  March  were 
valued  at  £2,955,873,  bringing  the  total  for  the  quarter 
to  £8,212,818,  against  £7,061,058  in  the  corresponding 
quarter  of  1953.  The  progressive  relaxation  of  import 
control  by  Commonwealth  countries  is  seen  in  the  fol- 
lowing values  of  medicines,  etc.,  shipped  during  the 
quarter  (figures  for  January- March  1953  in  parenthe- 
ses):— India,  £770,711  (against  £579,799);  Pakistan, 
£444,795  (£33,598);  Australia,  £778,458  (£420,722); 
New  Zealand,  £365,171  (£165,237). 

During  March,  vitamin  exports  were  valued  at 
£158,975,  and  penicillin  at  £376,335.  Antibiotics  other 
than  penicillin,  at  £292,279,  brought  the  total  for  the 
first  quarter  of  1954  to  £1,019,554.  For  the  first  time 
the  value  of  other  antibiotics  has  exceeded  that  of  peni- 
cillin. Shipments  of  quinine  in  March  were  higher  than 
in  previous  months,  at  £24,425  ;  other  alkaloids  were 
valued  at  £77,519.  The  quarter's  figures  for  aspirin, 
at  £216,070,  were  about  £17,000  down  on  the  same 
quarter  of  1953,  principally  on  account  of  smaller  ship- 
ments to  Hong  Kong,  where  a  considerable  amount  is 
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said  to  be  unsold.  Other  products  showing  a  fall  on 
the  quarter  compared  with  the  corresponding  quarter 
in  1953  were  antipaludics,  £138,407  (against  £169,599); 
liver  extracts,  £54,644  (£72,627);  ointments  and  lini- 
ments, £268,815  (£275,663).  On  the  other  hand  the 
following  were  higher:—  Barbiturates,  £132,994 
(£69,426);  insulin,  £134,021  (£83,208);  sulphonamides, 
£416,582  (£186,813)  and  proprietary  medicines, 
£1,974,715  (£1,402,400). 

Exports  of  cosmetics  (face  cream,  lipstick,  rouge, 
etc.)  totalled  £612,643  in  the  quarter,  against  £538.094  ; 
tooth-paste  exports  were  valued  at  £385,498  (£420,450) 
and  toilet  soaps,  £567,470  (£517,474). 

On  the  import  side  essential  oils  fell  to  £416,207  in 
March  from  a  January-February  average  of  over 
£500.000.  Imports  of  menthol  were  almost  negligible, 
at  £3,909. 


A  Joint  Contracting  Scheme 

Tenders  are  being  invited  in  this  issue  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  for  the  supply  of  drugs  to  hospitals  in 
the  South-west  Metropolitan  Region  and  to  certain 
teaching  hospitals  in  London.  The  scheme  for  opera- 
ting a  joint  contract  for  the  area  is  a  new  development. 
It  has  been  initiated  as  a  result  of  the  efforts  of  the 
South-west  Metropolitan  hospital  pharmacists'  commit- 
tee (C.  &  D.,  March  13,  p.  252),  which  is  acting  as  a 
pharmaceutical  advisory  committee  to  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  The  secretary  of  the  committee  is  Mr. 
W.  S.  Benjamin,  chief  pharmacist  at  the  Lambeth  Hos- 
pital, London,  S.E.I  1,  who  is  prepared  to  give  informa- 
tion about  the  scheme  and  its  operation  to  hospital 
pharmacists  in  other  areas  who  may  be  considering 
similar  joint  efforts.

In  that  ledger  the  name  "  Mr.  John  Fallowfield, 
Chemist,"  appears  with  payments  due  in  respect  of  letter- 
ing on  boxes,  painting,  labelling  and  lettering  canisters, 
bottles  and  pots,  with  one  entry,  dated  June  16,  1777: 
"  Guilding  and  Ornamenting  4  Glasses  for  the  windows  in 

shop   8/-d." 

There  are  entries  for  similar  work  done  for  a  Dr.  Harri- 
son and  a  Dr.  Storey.  There  are  also  references  to  the 
Lonsdales  of  Lowther  Castle.  Lady  Lonsdale  was  a  patron 
of  Ann  Calvin,  the  Penrith  artist  mentioned  in  Hutchison"s 
History  of  Cumberland,  p.  318.

CHLOROQUINE  DIPHOSPHATE 
Sir, — One  always  looks  forward  to  reading  your  infor- 
mative articles  "  Essentials  of  Treatment,"  of  which  the 
papers  on  malaria  and  amoebic  dysentery  seem  to  be  ex- 
cellent examples.  Whilst  appreciating  that,  in  the  space  at 
your  disposal,  it  is  difficult  to  mention  every  substance  in 
use  for  malaria,  we  feel  that  pharmacists  would  like  to 
have  details  of  one  of  the  newer  drugs — chloroquine  di- 
phosphate (Aralen,  Avlochlor)  which  is  now  considered  one 
of  the  most  effective  antimalarials  known.  Its  use  is  extend- 
ing rapidly,  and  in  Korea  very  large  amounts  were  success- 
fully used  both  as  a  suppressant  and  as  a  curative  agent. 
As  a  suppressant,  chloroquine  diphosphate  has  the  advan- 
tages to  many  of  replacing  daily  by  weekly  dosage  and 
that,  in  spite  of  its  widespread  use,  no  resistance  has  been 
reported.  When  given  as  curative  treatment  it  provides  an 
effective  and  simple  scheme  of  low  dosage.  Chloroquine 
diphosphate  is  also  an  extremely  efficient  amcebicidal  agent, 
and  is  now  considered  by  many  as  the  drug  of  choice  in 
the  treatment  of  hepatic  amcebiasis  and  amcebic  liver 
abscess,  its  use  frequently  rendering  surgical  intervention 
unnecessary.  Since,  "In  amcebic  dysentery,  it  is  the  amcebx 
in  the  intestine  that  are  responsible  for  the  diarrhceal  symp- 
toms, some  of  which  usually  migrate  to  the  liver,  it  is  now 
generally  agreed  that  amcebiasis  should  be  treated  systemi- 
cally  and  not  as  a  purely  local  intestinal  disease.  It  is  there- 
fore logical  to  combine  chloroquine  diphosphate  with  an 
intestinal  amcebicide  such  as  bismuth  glycolylarsanilate 
(milibis)  which,  unlike  chloroquine  diphosphate,  is  poorly 
absorbed  and  therefore  achieves  high  concentrations  in  the 
intestine.  By  this  combination  treatment  the  amoebae  are 
thus  attacked  in  both  liver  and  intestine.

HOSPITAL  PHARMACY'S  NEEDS 
Sir, — Your  contributor  to  Hospital  Pharmacy  Forum 
(C.  &  D.,  April  24,  p.  426)  under  the  title  "  Towards  Good 
Practice,"  advances  a  number  of  arguments  which  appear  to 
me  inadequate  to  meet  the  real  needs  of  hospital  pharmacy. 
The  shortage  of  hospital  pharmacists  is  approaching  such 
dimensions  that  many  hospitals  are  having  to  consider  cur- 
tailment of  services,  and  in  a  few  instances  that  has 
already  occurred.  In  such  a  critical  situation  something 
more  is  needed  than  piecemeal  revision  of  the  "  points  " 
scheme,  which  would  have  the  effect  of  increasing  the 
salaries  of  a  few  chief  pharmacists.  The  fundamental  need 
is  to  raise  the  whole  level  of  salaries  in  hospital  pharmacy 
and  increase  the  career  prospects  for  the  vast  majority. 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  substantial  proportion  of 
new  entrants  to  the  profession  are  taking  the  B.Pharm. 
(Hons.)  degree  and  if  hospital  pharmacy  is  to  attract  a  fair 
share  of  those  pharmacists  it  must  offer  salaries  and  career 
prospects  comparable  with  those  offered  to  scien'ific 
workers  with  similar  degrees  in  science.  That  is  even  more 
imoortant  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  B.Pharm.  (Hons.) 
degree  enables  the  student  to  specialise  subsequently  in 
either  biochemistry  or  pharmacology  as  well  as  in  phar- 
macy. On  the  other  hand,  hospital  pharmacy  must  also 
compete  with  retail  and  commercial  pharmacy.  In  recent 
months  there  has  been  a  steady  flow  of  pharmacists  from 
the  hospital  service  into  other  fields.  It  has  affected  not 
only  the  junior  posts  but  also  pharmacists  occupying  senior 
positions  in  the  hospital  service.  The  present  crisis  arises 


because  older  hospital  pharmacists  are  leaving  the  service 
and  the  influx  of  new  entrants  is  practically  nil.  Instead  of 
advancing  towards  good  practice,  hospital  pharmacy  is 
rapidly  advancing  towards  no  practice.  The  level  of  remu- 
neration of  the  pharmacist  should  be  determined  by  his 
professional  responsibilities.  Those  professional  responsi- 
bilities may  vary  from  one  hospital  to  another,  but  funda- 
mentally they  are  the  same.  It  would  be  a  mistake  in  salary 
negotiations  to  appear  to  be  "  scraping  the  barrel  "  on  such 
things  as  syringe  services,  surgical  instrument  supplies,  etc., 
to  prove  that  some  pharmacists  are  worth  more  than  they 
are  getting.  When  a  proper  level  of  remuneration  is  ob- 
tained, the  hospital  service  will  soon  be  staffed  by  pharma- 
cists who  will  ensure  that  the  facilities  available  are  ade- 
quate to  meet  all  pharmaceutical  needs.  If  any  flexibility 
is  needed  to  reward  individual  merit,  it  could  be  achieved 
by  giving  employing  authorities,  in  consultation  with  the 
Ministry,  the  power  to  determine  special  salaries  above  a 
negotiated  minimum.  Finally,  it  is  appropriate  that  your 
correspondent  should  take  as  his  starting-point  George 
Orwell,  who  was  the  exponent  of  a  philosophy  of  dis- 
illusionment and  despair.  Your  correspondent  must  obvi- 
ously despair  of  hospital  pharmacy  when  he  makes  the 
damaging  suggestion  that  a  weighting  of  the  points  scheme 
might  persuade  some  pharmacists  to  undertake  the  "  pre- 
paration of  injection  solutions  without  adequate  premises 
and  equipment  to  ensure  that  the  solutions  were  safe 
beyond  suspicion."  Pharmacists  are  trained  as  professional 
and  scientific  workers  and  their  basic  training  and  profes- 
sional integrity  are  all  that  are  needed  to  ensure  that  they 
will  perform  their  work  satisfactorily.

BRITISH  FINE  CHEMICALS  AND  THEIR  USES 

7.  BARIUM  CHLORIDE 

BARIUM  chloride  enjoys  a  wide  range  of  industrial 
uses  both  in  the  pure  and  commercial  varieties.  It  is 
prepared  from  the  native  carbonate  (witherite)  or  the 
sulphate  (heavy  spar)  by  a  number  of  methods,  while  a 
special  variety  is  prepared  for  research  purposes  which 
must  show  no  trace  of  strontium  or  calcium  when  exam- 
ined under  the  spectroscope. 

The  carbonate  ores  are  dissolved  in  hydrochloric  acid 
just  short  of  neutralisation,  so  that  iron  present  remains 
in  insoluble  condition,  after  which  the  barium  chloride 
is  crystallised  out.  The  sulphate  ores  are  reduced  in  dif- 
ferent ways  to  produce  barium  sulphide,  where  the  charge 
includes  calcium  (or  magnesium)  chloride,  and  thereby 
permits  the  barium  chloride  to  be  washed  out.  For  making 
the  best  barium  white  pigments,  only  the  carbonate  ores 
aie  dealt  with. 

Besides  white  compositions,  barium  chloride  is  the  basis 
of  preparing  different  barium  chromate  pigments,  for  col- 
ours and  paints.  It  is  also  used  for  making  the  barium 
chromate  for  the  production  of  opal  effects  in  textile 
printing  together  with  sodium  tungstate.  Barium  chloride 
is  used  in  different  capacities  for  weighting  purposes,  in 
the  preparation  of  artificial  barium  sulphate  and  in  the 
leather  industry.  As  a  vermin  destroyer  it  is  incorporated 
in  rat  poison  compositions,  and  in  boiler  compounds  is 
claimed  to  be  effective  in  the  prevention  of  fur  in  boilers. 
For  the  purpose  of  rendering  insoluble  the  sulpha  es  oc- 
curring in  many  clays  which  effloresce  on  drying,  barium 
chloride  finds  use  in  the  earthenware  industry,  and  other 
sections  of  the  ceramic  trades.  It  was  used  medicinally,  but 
has  been  largely  replaced  because  of  its  toxic  effects. 

One  of  its  more  unusual  applications  is  in  the  wet 
copper  extraction  industry  where  it  is  used  to  remove 
small  quantities  of  bismuth.  The  same  principle  is  taken 
advantage  of  in  wet  silver  reclamation  methods,  where 
the  silver  content  is  very  small.  For  the  making  of  an 
extensive  range  of  odd  chemical  compounds,  the  barium 
salt  is  precipitated  out  by  additions  of  barium  chloride 
and  subsequent  separation  of  the  barium  as  sulphate.

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TRADE  REPORT 


The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.      Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  April  28 :  Mainly  quiet  conditions  have  prevailed  again  in  the 
Crude  Drugs  market  during  the  week.  A  number  of  commodities  were 
marked  up  in  price  owing  to  diminution  of  stocks.  News  came,  through 
that  India  has  placed  a  ban  on  the  export  of  Rauwolfia  Serpentina.  So 
far  there  is  no  explanation  of  the  ban,  which  became  effective  on  April  20, 
but  it  may  be  connected  with  the  considerable  interest  recently  shown  m 
that  commodity  by  the  major  manufacturing  countries — an  interest  referred 
to  in  our  report  a  fortnight  ago. 

Turmeric  quotations  on  the  spot 
were  nominal  while  black-brilliant 
Cochineal  was  threepence  per  lb. 
dearer  than  in  the  previous  week. 
Block  juice  Liquorice  is  being  quoted 
5s,  per  cwt.  more  from  May  1,  whilst 
demand  at  the  moment  appears  to  ex- 
ceed supplies.  Not  only  has  domestic 
consumption  risen  considerably  since 
the  derationing  of  sweets,  but  demand 
from  abroad  has  risen  with  the  general 
easing  of  import  restrictions  in  many 
countries.  Furthermore  the  root  is 
becoming  scarcer  as  the  ground  in 
which  it  grew  is  being  cultivated  with 
more  profitable  crops — cotton  in  Tur- 
key, vines  in  Italy,  etc.  Ipecacuanha 
and  good  quality  Chinese  Rhubarb  re- 
main scarce  on  the  spot  while  a  small 
quantity  of  new-crop  Buchu  has  been 
sold  at  2s.  5d.  to  2s.  6d.  per  lb.  Sarawak 
Peppers  were  showing  a  firmer  price 
trend  as  this  report  went  to  press. 

In  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals, 
Tannic  acid  was  reduced  by  threepence 
per  lb.  Mersalyl  was  quoted  dearer 
by  the  makers,  but  the  inorganic  salts 
of  mercury  remain  as  published  two 
weeks  ago.  There  is  a  tendency  for 
Theophylline  and  Aminophylline  to 
rise  as  supplies  from  the  Continent  be- 
come more  difficult  to  obtain.  It  is 
understood  that  Germany  has  sold 
much  of  its  production  of  those  chemi- 
cals in  South  American  markets 
recently. 

The  price  of  Essential  Oils  of  Far- 
Eastern  origin  have  reacted  to  the 
political  situation  in  Indo-China, 
Chinese  Peppermint  for  shipment 
advanced  by  Is.  7|d.  per  lb.,  spot  offers 
being  adjusted  accordingly.  Palmarosa 
was  marked  up  substantially  and  Cit- 
ronella  from  Formosa  and  Java  in- 
creased by  about  threepence  per  lb. 
Petitgrain  at  20s.  per  lb.  on  the  spot 
was  dearer  by  2s.  Lemongrass,  Bois 
de  rose  and  Cassia  were  slightly 
easier.
